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NOTE. 



The Historical Manuscripts Commission issued in 18C9, for the 
purpose of making inquiry as to the places in which documents 
illustrative of history or of general public interest belon^ng 
to private persons were deposited, and for adopting means to 
render such documents available for public reference, has been 
productive of a great public benefit, as the reports of the Com- 
missioners amply testify. 

One of the results has been tlie collection and binding in 
several volumes of historical documents in tlie possession of tlie 
family of Herbert, now represented in four distinct lines by 
Edward James, Earl of Powis. 

Two of these volumes are printed under Part I and Part II 
in the following pages. Part I coutains the contents of one 
of them, comprising correspondence and other documents 
ranging in date from 1586 to 1735, and of a very varied 
character. 

Part n contains the contents of another of these volumes, 
comprising the correspondence (from 1C14 to 162C) of Sir 
Edward Herbert, K.B., afterwards the first Lord Herbert of 
Chirbuiy, principally during the period when he was ambassa- 
dor to France. ** Most of the copies of his own letters are in 
hand of his Secretary, William Boswell". {Rint. MSS. Com- 
mitnoners' Report.) 

Part m comprises a collection of Herbert Manuscripts in the 
British Museum, called Stokes' GollecUon, Add. MSS. 7082, 
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being "Sir Edward Herbert's Book of Despatches in 1619". 
This Oollectjon was "presented by W.E. Stokes, Esq., in 1829, 
to the British Moseam"; the suthorities know nothing more 
about the donor. Mr. H. C. Maxwell Lyte, in the Hist. M8S. 
Oommiagitmen' Tenth Reportj states that to William Boswell, 
before named, this volame is also dne. Some of the letters are 
identical with some of those printed in Part Q, and el's, ther^ 
fore, only referred to. 

The documents are not all of a local nature, but are of con- 
siderable and general interest. The Powys-land Club, there- 
fore, accept with much pleasure and gratitude the offer of their 
President, the Earl of Powis, to have them printed in the MoiU- 
gomerythirt Colltctiani, with an additional title-page, so that 
tliey will form an extra volnme (vol. xx) of the ColUeliont.

This ii an original account of the proceeding)) sgainit Marj 
Queen of Bcots, at Fotheringhnm. It diSen tomewhat from that 
given by Csmdea in bis Aimalt. 

In The Bitlory of the Life and Death of Mary Sivart, Queen tf 
Scotlaiui, 1624, by Wil. Strangritge, a parallel anci similar accoont 
ia glTen, Strangrage acknowledges his antboritieH, viz., Barker 
and Wheeler, the tiro notaries, and he farther says, " tliat qf other 
credible perKmt thai were pretent." 

There are ezpreasions in this manuscript, anch as " Tlif. aattoefe 
VMU delivered verbalim as I rfmnab'r thug'' (see page 4, in/ra), 
which lead to the inference that the writer was one of tboM 
actaaUy present, and that this Herbert MS. is an original con- 
temporaneons account of what took place on the occasion, written 
for the nae of the then Head of this branch of the Herbert 
family, who was Sir Edward Herbert, Knight, second son of the 
first lEarl of Pembroke, and who became posxeued of Powia 
Castle, then called Poole Castle, in 1587. His elder brother, the 
■eoond Earl of Pembroke, was one of the Commissioners sent by 
the Queen to Fotharingham Castle (see infra, p. 6). 

Hary Queen of Soots had jnst canse of complaint for the 
inhospitable manner in which she was treated by ber consin, 
Eliiabetb, and for the violation of her rights, as an independent 
sovereign on her trial She wai probably rash in her attempt! 
to escape from custody, and injudicions in some of her commnni- 
oations, but ber remarks to Andrew Uelvil on the eve of her 
execution are not without point or power. " Bear witness that 
I die constant in my religion, firm in my fidelity towards Scotland, ~ 
and unchanged in my affection to France.

Upon Friday next in the momein^ she resolved to 

appeare and abont Nyne of the Clocke shee came 

forth in to the Chamber of prescntes and was placed 

in a chaire sum-what below tlie Cloth of Estate, And on 

the Bight sat the Earles, and the Barons on the lefte. 

The Chamber was prepared and hanged w'th the 

Cloatli of estate in the upper parte and done alonee 

on both aides the formes and benches w'th greenefor 

the Farles and lordes of the Comission. 

Sumwhat belovre in the middlest of the Cliamber was a barr 

sett, and w'thin the barr a forme, a Chaire, and a Cushion, and 

a foote Carpett for tlie Queene of Scottes directly against the 

Kstate belowe in the niidik-st of the Chamber wa^ a Table 

whereatt satt the Queenus Attorney, tlie Queenes Solliciter, and 

the Queenes Seriontcs, the Crowne and the Notaryes. 

Directly ^bove the Table in the middest of the 

Chaml)er were twoe Benches whereon satt on the 

Bight side the lord Cheife Baron Doctor Dayle and 

Doctor Forth e. 

Over against the lord Cheife Justice of the Comon Fleas and 

Justice Peryam, before the ban such gentlemen as came to see 

the Accon'. 

The lords beinge satt thus, and all thj-nges redyc, the Queene 
came forthe a company waytelnge on her w'th Halbertes. Shee 
was in a black gowne and a white vayle of lawne. A very tall 
and bigge woman and supported by one of her gentlemen called 
Melvin, and by her other Arme by her phisicon. One of her 
maides came after and caried up her traync and there attended 
on her one of her servantes and brought a Chaire covered w'th 
Crimson Velvett and an other Cushion of the some. 

And after silence the Lord Chancellor stoode app 
nncoveted and spake to this effecte : 
Madau the Queenes ma'tie being strongly enformed of snndrie 
. pracUzes made by you against her hath caused this assembly 
heare at this present tyme as itt hath bine signi6ed unto you, you 
have receavcd the Queenes letters certifieinge the same, And I 
mutt sale thus much to you Madam from her ma'tie owne 
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monthe that haaeinf^ borne ne manie thiDges at yoar handes, 
shee cannot any longer forbeare to proceede agunste Jon, not 
for the perill that might bef&le on her selfe (ffor Qod shee 
trusteth, whoe hath ever defended her from all her enemise, will 
still deliver her from them). 

But there dependeth more appon itL Shee Buth that you are 
made a f oundacon of all piactiaes against her, and if shee should 
neglecte soe greate adanger shee should forgett the Cause of 
God and beare the sworae in vaine, itt is not Mallice Madam 
nor rejprde of her person that cansetb her to do itt. 

And albeit shee might doe otherwise and proceede 

agunst you, yett shee bath dealte in honor w'th you, 

that you should bee bearde and speake for yo'r sealfe. 

The Lord Thb'eb said 

Madam, you have heard the cause of your assemble, It is meete 

you beare our Commission that you may see wee haue authorise 

to proceede against you. 

• Then Mb. Foole redd the Comission grounded upon 
the 27th yeare of her Ma'ties Raigne. 

The Comission redd, the Qdeenk said 
I proteste that this lawe is an insufficient and therefore cannott 
Bubmitt my selfe un to itt 

The Lord Tr'er arouched and jostiSed thee lawe to 
be sufficient to proceede against her. 
Unto whome shee replied 
That lawe was made against her. 

The Lord Thb'eb said 
Wee haue Comission to proceede, and if your Grace will not 
heare and Answeare. Wee will proceeds therein. 

Then said Shee 
I will heare and Answeare, but ffirst shee spake by wale of pro- 
testacon and to this effecte 

That shee was a Prince and a Queene annointed not subject 
to any. But God only, to whome she must give accounte. 

Ana therefore required that her appearance might not bee 
preiudidall to other kinges and princes, her Allies, nor to her 
Sonne for w'ch Cause shee desireth yt to bee Enacted and 
did requier all her seruantes to beare wittness of it. 

The Lord Chahcellob a^ne protested against that pro- 
testacon that it should bee m noe wise preindiciall to the 
Queenes ma'tie, nor to the Crowne of Enfdand and that all in 
that b^alfe of her Ma'tie required it to be Enacted. 
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Then arose Seriant G-awdix and declared the branches of the 
Statute and declared that the Queene of Scottes thera present 
had offended against both the branches thereof vid'z (That shee 
had bine both privie to the Conspirade of killinge the Qoe^ies 
matie). 

And also had her selfe practised and compassed itt 
and ripped up the whole Comparte from Ballardes 
Comeinge into Eng^d, Ac. 
When hee said the Queene of Scottes was both a mover and a 
Composer shee bowed her selfe and smiled. 

Then Seriant Pdoebbinoe perused the rest of Bab- 
ingtons letter to her and her Answers againe to him. 
The QnKBH answered 
That shee had never seen Babington, nor never had speech Vth 
him, nor receaved letter from him and that there and that shee 
could stopp noe man from goeinge beyond the seas. 

But lett any man in England come and saie that ever 
I did anie thinge against the Qneenes life. 

Then SAin>ES the clarke of the crown red Babtng- 
tons confession. And ISerieant PucKiiBlllOB opened 
the points. 

The Queene said 
That being kept from all intelligence of all her friendes and of 
her Sonne, yt may bee that shee desired intelligence, but if any 
other man had donne or practised anie thinj^, It is noe matter 
to this purpose, there bee some that send mee letters, and I 
knowe them not, nor from whence they come. 

The Clarke or the Cbowbe redd Babingtons con- 
fession againe, which proued her to bee a Fracdser. 
The QnEEN said shee never wott of any such letter. 
Then was redd her letter to Babington to w*ch she said if 
Anthony Babington and all the world said that they lye of rt, I 
would see myne owne hand writeinge. And conceminge Bab- 
ington's letter to her she said, she never see that letter, nor 
never heard of itt. 

Then the Lobd Tbb'er 
proved her receipte of Babingtons letter written in Ciphers, 
And also an Answeare from the Qneene to Babingtons his 
letters the same being in Ciphers sent by a serving man in a 
blewe Coate and soe proved all the pointes of her said letters. 

When mention was made of the Earl of Arundell 
therwn she wept and blubbered saieinge 
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Woe is mee that the home hath mflered soe macb for mv sake 
and aft«r btnbberinge oute a tyme shee said, If I ever made any 
such deuise against the Queene my sister I pray God I never 
see the face of God, I have written I confesse tor the Catho- 
licke deliuerr from their persecntion; I have sent, and will 
irorke, and if I could w'th my bloode save them from destrac- 
tion I would. 

And if it may bee see, I pray you lay itt upon mee, 
and therewith wept. 

The LoBD Thr'ee said 
Madam I must forbeare as a Comissioner to speake, and tell 
you as a Coun sellor, Tlie Queene pntteth none to death for 
theyr Conscience, But they may enioye their libertie thereof. 
Madam reforme your opinion therein. 
Then the Queene said 
shee bad redd it in abooke. The 

LOBD Thbbasobbb said they 
that write soe Madam : wright also that the Queene of England 
is noe Queene. 

Then shee pikt a qnarrcll with Mr. Secretarie that hee 

hadd bine her greate Enemie and her Sonnes and a 

practizer w'th certaine p'rsons against them. 

But Mr. Walsinghom, said shee I thincke you are an honest 

man and therefore sale in the worde of an honest man whether 

you did soe or ooe. 

Mr. Secretarie rose upp and came to the one side of 
the Table standinge in the middest before his seate 
and said Madam 
I stand charged by you to have practized some tbinge against 
you and the kinge your sonne I call God and all the world to 
wittnes I have not aone any thynge in private nnworthie of an 
honest man, nor as a publique man as unwortbye of my 
calleinge. 

I protest before God as aman Carefull of my m'ris 
safetie, I have been Curious, And if Ballard hadd 
offered mee liia seruice, 1 protest I would haue used, 
him, and if hee had donne mee anie service I would 
haue rewarded him, 
But if I practised w'th him Whie did hee not pleade it for his 
life. 

Here againe shee wept and protested that shee would not 
make shippwracke of her sowle in Conspireinge againit her 
good sister and those whome Mr. Secretarie had sett for spies 
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over her weare spies for her against him and likewise toulde her 
thinges of him. 

Then Mr. Attobnet 

and Mr. SOLLICITOB 
opened the pointes of Conspiracle and proved them by diners 
confessions and letters, that the Queene there present ivas not 
only privie to tlie Conspiracie, but also shee bad sett downe in 
her letters for the manner of doeinge itt. As that there should 
bee fower stoute men upon Cnragious Horses to the end that 
when one of them had donne it, the other might passe towardes 
lierr, that shee might knowe it before her Governor, and that 
there sbonld bee certaine howses sett one iier to drawe the people 
out of the bowse whereby shee might bee the more easely taken 
awue. 

The Qdeenes Attorket 
proveth that the Queene of Scottes was privie to the Conspiracie 
and gave tlie instruccons to her secretaries to write. Confessed 
by tlie secretaries w'thout Compultion not Constrained nor im- 
prisoned, As also upon their Oathes by the Originall, some 
written in Ciphers and some translated by her direction into 
Englisbe Jacques mowe and Gilbert Curie Secretaries. 

The SoLLicrroB 
proveth both the pointe of the statute agreeinge with the pointes 
of the Gomission. First that shee was pnvie to the Conspiracie, 
shee receiued Babingtons letters wherein the Conspiracie was 
conteyned to kill the Queene, Shee gave Answeore unto itt 
deposed by her Secretaries whoe besides their Oathes and volnn- 
torie Confession did sett downe occordinge to their memories 
the mynuttes and pointes of Babingtons letters to their Queene, 
and her letter to him, wherein effectually they remembered, 
pointes of the Conspiracie p'rticularly by fiabiiigton before hee 
was apprehended, and at lardge when hee thought to haue 
e:tecutcd itt, and to have byne advanced by itt, hee shewed her 
letter and aiiswere to Ballud, Sanadge, Titchbome and others, 
and they Confessed it. Secondly hee proves that her sealfe did 
Conspire the Queenes deathe, for besides the approveinge of 
Babingtons plott, shee addeth in her owne lettei-s the manner of 
y'e execution of tlie designment. 

The Secretaries 
at the viewe of her letter doe wright Parle expriue comandt- 
menu de la Rea rnay^ maUtriee by the expresse Comandement of 
the Queene my mistres Mowe and Curie the Secretaries. 

This Confession was shewed, and they asked whether shee 
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knewe t1i«ir handes. As for Mowe hee batli bynne secretarie 
to the French Kinge and to the Cardinal! of Lorraine And 
therefore could not tell what practise hee myght make against 
her, I knowe Carle to bee an honest man yett 1 will not bee 
iudged by them : ffor I knowe not howe they may bee drawne 
either for hope of rewardes or for feare of Tormentes w'cli may 
make them Confesse against mee. 

And I proteste before God and before you all that I 

never was a dealer in that Conspiracie aj^ainst my 

Sister neither did I ever knowe Babington or Ballarde. 

The Lord Thrbasoher Answered 

Madam did you knowe neither of them, I will tell you whoe you 

knewe, you knewe Morgan that hired Parry to kill the Queene, 

and after you knewe, you {^ve him a pencon : you gave penc'ona 

Madam to Murtherers, Th^ Qdeen Answered that Morgan 

liad lost all for her sake, And therefore shoe thought itt belonged 

to her honnor to releiue him. And it is not nnknowne that 

tliere be penc'ona given in Scotland to myne enemies, and 

named one, and allsoe the Kinge. 

The Lord Threasubeb said 
indeed Madam because the Queene of Scotland was diminished 
the Queenes Ma'tie hath giuen a benevolence to the King your 
Sonne being her Ma'ties kinsman but not penc'on. And sue they 
ended for that day. 

tlTIir ntxt i3<i|) 
At her fBrst Comeinge in shec rcneweth her ffirst protestacion 
sayeinge I am a Sacred Prince and annoyntcd Qneen and ought 
not to be iudged by the lawe I am a free Prince and owe noe 
more to any Prince then they doe to mee I come hither for the 
justification of my honor and that w'ch is laid to my Chardge 
against my sister. Her Oration was verie longe here and of 
maney thinges shee said the Queene was so dealte w'thall when 
the matter of waiglit was laid to her Chardge, and sliee was not 
guilty of it, I like not to take this Course, though I desire to 
naoe the Catholicke deliuered from their persecution, I had 
rather plaie the parte of Hester then of Judeth to pray for my 
people then to take any awaie and to deliver my people ; God 
torbidd that I should be denied of Jesub Christ before his 
Father. They gave it out that I was of noe Ketigion, for there 
was a tyme wnen I tendered my selfe but they cared for my 
Goule. 

Bnt my lor' when you haue done all you cann and 
bane putt mee from what I should have, ytt shall you 
not obtaine your Cause for Masib Stewart and 
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there shee wept and blabbered, they could not con- 
ceiae her speech. Liihe desired another assembly mifjht 
bee called, where shee might hane her Coancell, she 
appealed to Gk>d First whoe is the iust Jadge^ and to 
the Princes her Allies. 

The Lord Tebeaboser said 
Madam wee haue sett downe yonr protestacon under a Notaries 
hand and againe wee hane protested that your protestacon bee 
not preindiciall to the Crowne of England. 

And therefore it resteth to procoede according to onr Co- 
mission, if you will not answeare, the Qdeeke said my lord 
you take noe Comissioii but that which may serve your own 
turnes ; you haue done the worst you Cann I have often offered 
that if 1 might bee sett at llbertie, I will doe all that I may 
to quench all trobles that are made, But I could not be hearcL 
I' was promissed that I shuold be sett at libertie, I promised 
Hostages for my securitie, my owne sonne and my Cozen Guyse 
his Sonne. 

The Lord Thr'eb said 
It is true Afadain the Qoeene was Content and soe was the 
Councell yon offered Hostages, as yonsaie; And it is as true 
that the Lordes of Scotland would not agree that Kinge should 
come. The Queene said, but I tould yon if I might bee at 
libertie I could efi'ecte it. 

Madam said the Lo: Thr'eb 
The Queene shall sett yon at libertie and you shall seeke her 
destrucon, for all this plott of your enlargement was nothinge 
else but a plott against the Queene ffor even tlien when it was 
adoeinge your Morgan hired Parry to kill the Queene, My lord, 
said shee you are mine Enemie, im' lord said, I ame Enemie to 
the Queenes Enemies It was saide by the Queene of Scottes 
that tlie Queene should never be free from practises nntill I was 
set at libertie, And therefore desired the occasion might be taken 
awaie, then was read a letter to Mendoza the Spanisli Ambassa- 
dor wherein she promised to give the Kinge of Spaine the twoe 
Kingdomes of England and {Scotland, if her Sonne would not be 
reclnymed from the Heresies wherein hee was misled as shee 
said, A letter allso to Doctor Allen wherein shee Calleth 
him Beverend Father in Ood and dealeth w'th him aboute 
the Invasion and his letter to her the night before, like-

Tlie Civilities and good Respects which I placed upon you, 
and yoor Nation at ray time of beinj^ in to r Campe you stir 
encourocGinents and insinuate them as reasons vhy you may 
expostulate with mec: your premisses I allow you, but your 
inferences I returnc you a^ine fuller of sophistry and meane 
dcsifrna then truth and reason. First I nvvcr allowed vour 
defences lawfully undertaken by other armes, then by petition 
and praiers to your M'r. I never found loyalty in yonr 
Covenant, or duty ui your takinc up of armes, I never afGrmed 
the justnes of your Cause, neither did I consider so much the 
merits thereof as I did vour unwarrantable and tumultuous 
disobedience therein to yo*r King w'th Vh vexation and disturb- 
ance it brought upon y'e nobility of this k'dome. Neitlier 
was I in all this com'otion your Advocat for other reasons 
suffering myself to become a mediator to his Ma'tie for yonr 
Peace and forgivenes movc-d thereunto by your frequent protes- 
tations I paying all duty & loyalty unto your M'es Com'ands. 
If fru' hcnes you happily gained fro' me an easier Credulity then 
your mnskc dcsignes deserved at my hatidcs, I know not why you 
should obtrude to me an alteration of my opinion, or a with- 
drawing of my (but conditionall) Itespects to you. Thus farre 
an Answer to what concerns me. 

And now as a Counsellor of England, let me bee bold to 
expostulate with you upon y't w'ch followcth in yo'r I're, How 
comes it to passe v't you should upbraid us y't wee should not 
give credit to my Lord Traquaire tnat wee did not mediate w'th 
y'e king to change his resolution of sending forth an Army and 
that wee did not deny y'e king Loans of Money for his service. 
My Lord these enforcements perhaps as little become you as it is 
certainly unlawfull and undutifull in the subjects of England to 
dispute it w'th their king. You may pretend Religion to bee 
y'e sole cause of your grievances but wee believe it a wofull 
Religion heere y't nath thus devested itself of all morall duty, & 
civility unto their Prince : Nav you go further, you threaten, 
& feare us with a mischiefe tfiat will not end in our dayes, & 
boldly make it your owne act to have declined it heretofore, 
without obligation to yo'r kings me'y (T) at all, you tell us of plenty, 
and ease, and happines, many years enjoyed and wonder wee 
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should expose all others to hazard for the pleasure of some few 
Prelates ; Mv Lord these are arguments for Com'on peo])le, and 
more of broken fancies to feed upon, and such suggestions will 
not finde nor make a party here. Perhaps it may blow the' into 
a flame whose zeale already had burnt up their duty and con-' 
scionable allegiance to their master. 

To bee short, as I never held a Correspondence of busines 
w'th your L'p, so your I'res have assured mce it is dan^rous 
to begin it, yet for ye peace of bothe Churclies and K'domes, I 
will adventure to give you this intelligence, that wee have not in 
our Counsells heere proceeded ag't you without deliberation, a 
good Conscience, and a just sense of honor, neither shall I or 
any of us bee intreated or feared by you or any of you from 
contributing our assents and fortunes thereunto, but as our M'r 
shall com 'and us. 

Lastly know you my Lord of Botbes, y't the Returns of my 
old friendship to you is to bee expected, when I shall heare of 
your renovation, Bee simply my Lord Rothes, and not a 
Covenanter, I shalbe y'e same friend.

This letter ^r«es with the following pauage from Clarendon's 
Bintary of the RebtlUtnt: — "The Lord Conway never after turning 
bis face towards the enemy, or doing anything like a commander, 
though hii troops were quickly brought together again, without 
the low of a dozen men, and were lo Bshamcd of their flight, that 
they were very willing as well aa able to have taken what revenge 
tbey would upon the enemy, who were poseeaaed with all the 
feara imaginable, and would hardly believe their own raoceM, till 
they were asrared that the Lord Conway with all his army T«Rted 
quietly in Dnrbam, and then they presumed to enter into New- 
caatle." (April 1640. OM.nuiaa'a nittoq/ lif (he Sebellioii, vol.i, 
part 1, p. 221.) 

I doe beleeve before this can come to yo'r hande yo'r lo'pp 
will have heard the newes of the defeate of some of o'r troopes 
by the Scottish rebells whoe beiog on Thursday last advanced 
so farre as to the river about six myles above Newcastle and 
havinse planted eleaven peecea of ordinance on the Bancke on 
that Bide did on Friday in the afteniooiie beginne to passe the 
ffoord his Idaiestie (whoe being gone fomarde so farre as North- 
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allerton wns retoiimcd ogaine to York) Iiad sent exnresse order 
that there tliey should be opposed and fouj^ht with 111 case they 
attempted to passe the river. And accordin^lie there were a 
thoasand Curassiers and 2500 foote drawen thither upon the 
Wednesday with twoe peeces of Artillery only. And there were 
c'rtainc breast workes made for the covering of our sliott at 
their comeing over Secretary Baines sonnc whoe lead my Lord 
Generalls troope gave tlic first charge, (And his horae being 
shott in the moutli, and wounded with a launce in the battouke 
fell dowiie) bnt presently gott up a^raine. And then charging a 
aecond time he was encountered by tlie Sheriffe of Tividale 
whom hec wounded first in tlie face, and then ranne his sword 
tinder liis nrmonr, soe thut liee fell downe dead, and then hee 
came off with the losse of all his troope except six horses. Mr 
Nevil] of the Privy Chamber lighted upon the Earl of Mont- 
rossc and killed him with his pistoUs. It is said they lost their 
livetenant generall. The lo. of Amount and for our side there 
were slaine of noate that brave cent Oneale and Charles 
Porter soiine to Endimion. The Comissary Generall Colonell 
Wilmot whoe was said to be slaine being hart in the face was 
taken prisoner and so likewise was S'r John Digby whoe was 
said also to be killed. And as for S'r John Sucklinge (whoe 
was reported to be slaine with those others) be was not present nor 
neare the place of the fight, My lord Co...vey (?) (they say) was 
upon some other service, and the comands there given to the 
Comissary generall whoe behaved himselfe ^\'ith a great deale of 
valour and judgment. But yeat j\Ir. Veyiie in his I'res hath com- 
ilatncd that if lie had becne well seconded it had beene easie to 
lave beaten the Scotts backe againe over the River, Our foote 
did as noe greate steed either by ympenchinge their comeing over 
or snccoaring of the horse ffur although they ran not away yeat 
they were so annoyed by the drakes that they had placed in 
the steeple w'ch extrcamely beate upon them that they were 
faine to quit the hold and march away on Saturday as the 
newes came hithor, On Tuesday Sir Jacob Ashley rising with 
the Army that lay untouched about three myles from tlie towne 
and marching away with the same towardes the kinge, The 
Scotts serving themselves of that occasion and of the pi-esent 
affrightment, and consternation of the Inhabitants they tooke 
the towne of Newcastle that day witli out striking a btowe. It is 
said that they have left 2000 in the towne have disanned the in- 
habitantes and offered them to leave the towne a^ it was, so ther 
will lend them 50,000^i. for the support of their Army, Our 
ordinaunce and Amunicon have very happilie escaped their 
fingers, havinge been taken forth and brought to the Campe a 
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day or twoo before. They are said to gpe forwards with their 
Atidj as farrc as North Allerton and Sir Jacob Ashley as this 
daye having made speedie marclies is to ioyne with tlie Trayned 
Bandes that the Kin(?3 liath brought along to the Klidway 
betwixt York and North Allerton, and being altogeatlier the 
Army will consist as wee have it in tlie I'res from thence of 
25,000 foote and 35,000 horse and more, Thoy write thnt the 
king speaks it confidentlie tliat he will make their rebellious 
heartes to rue it and he will veiy s|)eedilie give them battell and 
wee ]ooke for it with in 6 or 8 dayes. It was reportml at the 
first that we had lost 500 men bat the I'res that were brought 
by Walker the Heraold speake of much lessu and that their 
lone is equal if not greater. 

The Lordcs asscmuling ycasterday here in councell gave order 
that the Xiord Maior and Aldermen should Attend tliem to whom 
their lo'pncs mode knowne the progressc of the Scotts and 
some particularities of the defeats charging them to looke well to 
the Citty. Wee talke of a Campe to be formed near this Towne 
and another in Kent to lookc towardes the French whoe have 
an Army of 50,000 lodged this way in Artoys and Piccardy and 
a flcote of shipps not farre off. My lo: privy bealc being retoumed 
hither went this morning to Harvell and mylo; Keeper into 
Kent to bee backe againe on Tuesday. The Queen comes to 
Hampton Court this day. My lo : of Northumberland is reason- 
able well recovon.'(l. The Ambassodour from Denmarke arriving 
here on Monday is lodged with Sir Abraham Williams being 
followed with a trayne of SO persons.

the first or second yeare wherein Mathew Price Baronet, was 
High Sheriffe of this Com' this present Jayler, being then 
under him in the severall years, 1669 & 60^ (as I take it) & 
likewise Serjeant at mace of this Towne of Poole unto Cdwan) 
Piers then & there, together with Peeter Jones bis associate 
BaylifFe (as I likewiss take it) there was a man who lived at 
Gweme y goe with in the liberty of this towne Committed into 
this Joalers Custody for the felonious stealing of Sheepe.

Brass, Pewter, Beding, 
and all, of meere purpose to defraud you, of yo'r rights & 
roalties pretending that the said felon was then indebted unto 
him (as his manner is allways in matters of the like nature, to 
worke his owne ends as hereby it shall bee further manifested 
unto yon, & as by a true (3op of a I're of Attumy wch I have 
sent you nerein closed in the Case of Andrew Jones in like 
manner more at large it doth and may appear). But to pro- 
ceede Concerninge the aforesaid felon & truly to declare unto 
you what I know tonchinge the same in the first place, & what 
will bee pr'ed to bee true hee the sayd felon called David Jones 
was permitted by the Jayler or some of his Agents to goe out 
to make bay witn some Irons upon him & soe escaped and left 
all bis sayd goods in y'e Jailers possession : haueing once caused 
one John Jerrice (heretofore my fellow prisoner for surtiship 
&c.) as I likewise haueremayned all this wnile who is now dec: 
to make a p'rticular note or Inventory what the sayd goods wei« 
& came unto, or were worth, whereat the Jayler was much 
moved by reason that hee never intended to p'rt with any thinge 
that ever came into his posa'ion & afterwards (that is to say) 
after the business at Chester the sayd David Jones was knowen 
by one of his neighbours & was Caused to bee Retaken brought 
to Shrewsbury Joale & there secured untUl pnblicke noUce was 
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sent unto this Jayler to fetch him tlience who was broacht 
afraino into this Jayle & afterwards againe tofirether with anotiier 
prisoner escaped and yet never procecuted nor theire names 
never menc'oned by the Jayler at the next great Sessions nor 
since <as I verely beeleeve in my Conscience). Quer. whether 
this were lawfiill in y'e Jayler & whether the sayd poods doe 
beeloiig to him or vou in this Case? I doe here know the two 
mares the one is a Jond mare & is at this present time in tlte 
Jaylers poss'ion & hath had 2 Ooultes bay ones now likewise in 
his ground & poss'ion the one |Coein£T upon liis two yeare ohl, & 
the other going upon his 3 yeare ould ; & the other mare a pretty 
young mare at that time when shec was fyrst brought liyther is 
sould by the Jayler unto a woman y't now Liveth about Guilse- 
field whose name (I cannot as yet learne) & as for the rest & 
residue of the sayd goods tliat came to y'e Jailers custody it is to 
bee ymagined that they are sould exchanged & disposed of or 
peradventnre the Bedinge & pewter &c. may some of them lye 

It'miscuously in his poss'ion, amongst his owne goods in this 
lOuse or Jayle, the sayd Jayler knoweth where the said David 
Jones doth now live in Penbrooke sheere (as I heare) his fathers 
name is John Bogers who is a house keeper and livetli at a place 
called moyle y Gayer below tiiis towne of Poole, & it is pr able 
y't his sayd fother or mother or wyfe yf she can be found can 
best discover what goods were brought into the Jaylers poss'ion 
& to what value wch some of yo'r servants may hereafter 
enquire of yf you bee by youre learned Councell advised that 
they doe beelong and are forfeited unto you in this case) And as 
Conceminge Andrew Jones who was a felon convicted by tlie 
law in the open Sessions of this Com', as the other should have 
been, if procecuted for the sayd felonies & the sayd cstrays ; by 
the sayd Jailer &c : wch Jayler did & doth pretend that the 
sayd Andrew waa & is Inaepted unto him for meat & drinke 
(wch is Absolutely false) as 1 understand by divers that were 
present in this Jayle with him & will be pr'ved 1 1 being then 
nnretumed over unto this Jayle where I now remayne Confined, 
together with my eldest sonne & divers others Honest men and 
freehoulders of this Com', beeing all Ser'ts & wellwishers of 
yo'r Ho'rs where wee remayne & especially I and my sayd sonne 
not permitted to come to the sight of y'e streete most anend, but 
are some times threatened to bee stahbed witli knives, & kept 
close in abackside in Danger of our lives ; and many times 
hindred to goe to the outwarde gate to send for necessary susten- 
ance, and all beecause I cannot yelld unto & conceale the Cruell 
oppressions & ^vicked Abominations that haue been and are yet 
used by this Dragon-like & Mercyless Jayler, & his wicked wife 
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and hie Agents & if the lord oar God in whom wee trust will 
not raise some Instrum' to Relive ub in this our sad Condic'on 
wee & others are like to bee famished & soe to perish in this 
place I myselfc being Maymed lately by this JoaJer (and that 
for nothinge as it will bee proved) & now like to have the 
perfect use of one of my armes being maymed lately by the 
Jayler as afior'sd ; bat now to retume to Andrew Jones who was 
apon his own diate while he remayned a prisoner here (as it 
will bee likewise proved sufBciently) if neede bee unless it 
were for y'e Jaylers fee wch by the Statut is but id. for eveiy 
prisoner to him Committed, & it is the false Invencion of this 
Oommon Iyer the Jayler who caused mee to pat those words in 
the le'r of Attorney in Consideration of meat & drinke Ac. by 
the Consent of the sayd Andrew who knew and did then Con- 
fesse beefore mee & others then present that hee had noe right 
in anythinge menc'oned in the sayd le'r of Attumev and there^re

them, and thereupon y'e sayd Jayler by the abettance afores'd, 
and by the instigation of the Dievll beareing former malice 
towards the s'd Thomas Jones whom hee had formerly beaten 
and abused and wifh a great goode stroke the sayd Tliomas 
Jones with all his might witli both hands and broke his head in 
3 sev'rall places untill his blood ishued out abundantly and 
likewise gave him divot's others blows upon the lower p't of his 
belly accross with both his hands, over his members and upper 
imrt of his thiges (as I am informed) which was the occasion of 
liis death as it will bee proued by diuen both in Jayle & out of 
Jayle, & the said Ingram at p'r'Inge sayed y's word now you 
haue given him enough at this time and yet tne sayd person was 
privately buried never viewed by any Coroner but by some few 
of the Jaylers Intimate freinds & pot companions. And never 
a wittaess n'ithin the Jayle examined how hee came to his death 
& his Capp was never taken off his head or his wounds upon 
his head beeing then unhealed up, nor his other bnises seene nee 
beeing in a darke roome and turned with his belly downe his 
sore bruses not seene and it was not fnlly discovered untill 
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thisday seaenight and 3 weeks after. The s'd Andrew Jones

Andrew Newport was the aecood aon of Sir Richard Newport, 
Knight, the firat Lord Newport, tai younger brother of PrwiGii 
Newport, the fint Earl of Bndford. Be wm one of the Com- 
miiaoner* of Cnatonu in the reign of King Charlea II, and » 
noted nun of hia time. AmoDg the romance* of Defoe Ja one 
entitled " Memoirs of CoL Andrew Newport", purforting lo hex 
prodnction of this Andrew Newport, and rightly giving hi* de- 
aeent, bat otherwiactf abnlona. There ii a picture of him at Weaton, 
attributed to Sir Oodfrev Kneller. He wa« member of Parliament 
for ghrewibury, temp. William III, from I6e<J to 1G98, and dying 
nnmnTricd in the Tear 1699, was bnried at Wrozetor, co. Salop, 
baring by hii will bequeatfaeid bis manor of Dythnr in Hontoom* 
erysbire, and other estates in the counties of Salop and Hoot- 
Komery, to Bichard Lord Newport, the son of Francis £arl of 
Bradford, his elder brother. On a flat stone in the chanoel of 
Wmieter Church is the following inscription to his memory : — 
" Here lies the body of the Eononrable Andrew Newport, Esq., 
brother to the Bight Honourable Francis Earl of Bradford: oUi( 
lloSeptemb. 1G9U, ann.stat. 76." His mother was Rachel, daugh- 
ter of Sir John Leveaon of Haling, Co. Kent, Knt., and sister of 
Sir Bicbard Leveaon of Trestham, co. Stafford, Knight of the 
Batb. Mr. Andrew Newport was in two ways related to the 
Herberts of Chirbnry, for bis great-annt, Magdalen, daogbter of 
Sir Bichard Newport and his wife Hargarst, daughter and beireaa 
of Sir Tbomaa Bromley, Knight, Lord Chief Justice of England, 
married to her first huaband, Bichard Herbert of Montgomery, 
Esq. Mr. Andrew Newport's niece, Catherine, danghter of Fraocis, 
first Earl of Bradford, married her cousin, Henry, fonrth and last 
BaroD Herbert of Chirbnry, who died t.p. in 1699. Lady Herbert, 
who anrvived her husband, continued to reaide at Lymore, which 
had been allotted to her for her jointore. She died on April 24, 
1710, and was buried at Wroieter, Andrew Newport's "sjster 
Newport" will have been the wife of his elder brother, Francia, 
BarcHi and Tisconnt Newport, who was created Earl of Bradford 
in 1C94.

one whom wee hold in all respects sufficyent and carahle of such 
an employm't, and of whose fidelity and zealous afieccon to o'r 
ser\'ice, wee have ever entertayned a gratioos opinion. 

There bee not many particulars that wee have to give you in 
cbarce by way of Instruccon, "Sot shall it bee greately neede- 
fuU if you observe but this one general! end, and thereunto 
apply yo'r ende'vors, w'ch is, to give that King the best 
assurance you may, from time to time of o'r Brotherly freind- 
shippe and affeccon towards him, Letting him knowe that to this 
parpose principally wee have sent you as o'r Ambassador to 
reside neere his person ; And yoa may tell him further, that 
howsoever by the meanes of yll instruments and Ministers there 
bath beene of late some misunderstanding betweene as, yet, 
nevertheles there never could enter into o'r heart the least 
sparke of ill affeccon towards him, as on the other side this last 
honor and conrtisy that bee hath done us by sending hether a 
gentleman so qualifyed and every way accomplished as is the

All that the Court of Parlement did principally incist apon, 
and w'ch did nowe hinder them fro. Judging our Cause defi- 
nitely, was, that the greatest part of ye Court weare of opinion, 
that the King and state wold & ought to hold Lead, Tynn & 
Iron, being caried by the English to the Turk to be as contre- 
banded goods. The Lesser nuinberof the Judges held the con- 
trary insomuch that the major part of them incisting so modi 
upon that point, & alledgmg that it was fitt, that ye Court 
shold be first satisfied ; whether the K. did hold them as contra- 
banded goods or noe before the Cause ought to be judged defi- 
nitely ; and so hath ytA given another Arrest interlocntoire ac- 
cording to the former. 

Whereupon our Reporter telleth us, that being ther is no 
article in the treaty betweene the 2 Kings, that speaketh of that 
point ; therefore our course must be ; (for the satisfying of the 
Court therin) to obtaine an Act or declaration fro. the K & 
councell of France, to the parlement, to declare ; whether they 
doe hold or understand that, lead, tynn, or iron, being trans- 
ported by the English to the Turks shalbe held or esteemed in 
the nature of contrebanded goods, (as those of France), or 
noe. 

And if we find any difficulty in the obtaining of this acte or 
declaration fra the Oouncell then our Report'r cooncelletb us to 
obtaine our Kingc and Councclls letters, to the Kinge & Coun- 
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cdl of France to that effect ; declarinc onto them, that the 
Kine of England doth not understand that the King of France 
shalTbave power to make any lawe over the comodites or Com- 
merce of his Kingdome nor that he will suffer (that such goods, 
aa hy his lawes be allowed his subjects to transport) that theK. or 
state shall hold or esteeme them in the nature of contrehanded 
floods, as those of France (& soe by consequence shal be lawfnll 
for the freoch to take fro' us, all such ships or goods :) wherefore 
he desireth & heir declareth to the contrary to the Court of pai^ 
lement, whereby bis subiects that hath causes dependinjj there, 
may receive Justice.

The nrst requires no 
espetiall answer. The other two much conceme mee : as for the 
former of which I hope his M. is satisfied before this by a I're 
in Latin unto M'r de Mayerne, whereof I take the boldnes to 
send y'r Hon'r the copic, and w'ch I hope hath cleared all aides. 
In the meanwhile if ye french I're i writt unto him be ambegnotu 
I mast lay the fault on my ignorance of that language, though 
I ever took pardonnez in Frenche to be but equivalent to 
excuser, as the phrase of pardonnez moy doth appeare : besides 
y*! which wee call pardon they espr«>sse by H a eu sa grace, 
agaiue the words of protestacons and contestatioos which he 
confesseth to have byn in my I're, doe not implie a sening for 
his p'don, but a disputeing rather for his innocence against 
them. But yo'r Hon r may easily believe States will not acknow- 
ledge they erre in their pnx^edings, how ever faul^, that 
therefore somw't may be attributed to that : for the rest I meant 
only by the word pardoned, remitted or restored. I did not 
think, I confesse to be called to this strict account from a man 
whose bosines I brought to so good an end w'th so much afFec'ion :

many other things that one Richard, brother to Richard (w'cn

Gaultier your Hon: shall thereby receave an answer. Concern- 
ing the second I find it his Ma'tJes good pleasure that M'r de 
Mayerne and my aelfe should bee friends which wee are already ; 
as by a message from him I am ha'ttly assured, there having 
never been cause or difficulty on my side. It rests that I speake 
of Hugon concerning whose busines I send my Brother to give 
your Hon'r all particuler information. In the meane time desire 
your Hon'r to peruse the Letters of the M. Fresnel and M'r de 
Bisseau:^ directed to mee, whereof that I may give my judg- 
ment I lliink that of the M. Fresnel sincerly written but must 
needs hold the other suspected, havinge learned by Parie that 
servant of the M. Fresnel by whom the two last Coffers were 
sent, that they were to be delivered to Madame de Bisseaux, 
who being in hast to goe to Court and leaving nobody in hir 
house but a Concierge ilesii-ed Pai-ie to keep them till hir rituriie. 
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This while by r comand from the M. Fresnel his M'r hee 
repuree to mee, and after a loQg dispute (wherein he protested 
to have neither Anthority from his M'r nor warrant by the 
Lawes to doe any sach thing, hee urreed to suffer them to be 
opened at the Hostel de Orsino his M'rs house in Paris where 
they then were and are at this present. I was therefore con- 
stnined to content my self with thus mach, since I fonnd that 
if I gave him more Leisure to advise it was very possible hee 
might goe from this Resolution, and therefore instantly dispatchd 
three of the Principall then with ntee (my Brother not yet 
being returned) to Paris, who in the presence of the sayd Pane, 
a brother of Huf^ons (whom hee desired to bee wittnes) and a 
publiqne Notary opened the two coffers and tooke this Inventory 
which here enclosed I send under their hands. 

This is all I could doe in that Busines, concerning which I 
should be glad to receave your Hon'rs farther com'andemends 
with speede, Least Bisseanx to whom tlie Coffers were directed 
interpose hunselfe. 

Notwithstanding Parie as hee sayth have Com'andement from 
his M'r to keepe them safe and answer for them. For the 
busines of Bohemia I understand this K'g hath written to the 
King my M'r and the Palatine to diswade the acceptance of that 
Crowne at which some of this Court take occasion to Laugh. 
In the meane while his Ma'tie and the Palatines Highnes may oe 
assured they have here a great Party, and w'ch if this K'g hee 
indifferent will certainly bee much of the stronger side. Yet if 
M'r le Prince bee sett at Liberty, which is veiy shortly expected, 
this K'gdom may be thought free to declare it self on either part 
there remaining oatwanlly no more canse of discontent. But I 
coiiot beeleeve a. State so unsetled and tottering is ready yet ta 
declare it selfe on either syd. Besides it is extrem'y needy at 
tliis present. The K'g having stayed his ioumey from Amboise 
to Chartres a great while for want of money. But wee expect 
the Court at Compeigne in Ficardy within these few dayes 
whether I meane to goe that I may give your Hon'r more par^ 
^ular account of the Busines comitted to my charge. We heare 
it meanes to stay there some time the Counsell which was lately 
Licensed being com'anded to repair thether. M'r the K'gs 
brother is recovered of the small Pocks, but his Governor the 
Count de Lude is dead of it, into whose place it was thought 
M'r de Bethune should succede but we heare D'Omano the Sone 
of the Mareshall D'Omano is likely to carry that place. M'r le 
Prince is allso upon recovery from the same disease, wherwith 
hee hopes to bee sett at Liberty, and is so confident of it, that 
hee hath entreated tlie Assembly at Loudun not to intei'cede 
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for him that hee may huve the whole obligation to his Ma'ties 
^oodnea. Some think it was this K'gs desire to him, that hee 
should proceede in this maner, and therefore doe the rather 
assure tnemselves, of his speedy coming forth. T)ie Qaeene 
M. is not so satisfyed as it seemes at first shee was, having 
Romplayncd that M'r de Montbazon who was sent to attend on 
her person did wayte on hir only as a Spye. This made the 
K'g com'and him to retume. 'lliis is all I can yet leame worthy 
yonr honors knowledge, so I rest ever

RioHT Hon'ble 

The Deputies of those of the Religion, are returned to 
their Assembly at Loudnn ill satisfied. They presented 7 
Cahieis. The Kinc demanded if they had any more protesting 
not to answer them oat alltogether. They desired his Ma'tie to 

Sardon them since his answer to these might occasion new 
emands. Besides that it was usual hertoiore upon the like 
pretence to dissolve their Assembly and after not so much as 
take their grievances into consideration. But the K'g for the 
present civing no other answer they were forced to have recourse 
unto Mr le Prince, who at last prevailed with the K'g to 
promise them that upon conformity to his will hcrin they should 
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find hia Ma'tie gractonii onto them. This while the K'g sends 
a loTing and formall Letter to M'r de Bouillon requiring his 
advise abont the affaire of Bearne upon which alone seemed ti> 
rest all the difficulty: But M'r de Bouillon apprehending this 
only as a meanes to sifte and discover him eludes them with 
this answer. That it was fitt the K^ should maintaine his 
authority over those his subjects of I^ame any way bat by 
violence that therefore hee should challenge obedience from 
them, but if they refused not conEtmiue them, since experience 
might teach the Litle force of humane power in matters of 
Rdigion and of the Conscience, in which regard rather then to 
take armes, it were better to suffer and dissemble their obstinacy, 
to which purpose they could doe nothing better then to keepe 
both this Couucell end the Execution secret. 

All this was thought pretty and the rather for the manner 
wherein the French are now growen such Masters that they doe 
all their busineAscs in complement the outward sence and mean- 
ing being only the Cypher and dead Letter of their Intentions. 
Wee attend the successe which is on their side the more sns- 

Eicted, that they hold the assembly at JLoudun composed of 
ersons very resolute to maintaine their cause ; I must not omitt 
to tell how prodigious it seems that Fere Amoul who much 
covems this Court did continually intercede for those of the 
Keligion, laboring to have them dismissed with all contentment, 
whereupon some grew so mistaken as to tell mee that they 
thought hee did secretly favour us. I told them they were 
dcceavcd, and that all this was but Jesuitical malice, since it was 
easy for them to imagine that if the K'g were engaged in a 
civil] wanre at home hee could give them but litle helpe abroad, 
that therefore their first care was to sett him free, and able to 
helpfl them, that after if it were possible they might make him 
wilting ; But I canot find this State inclining either way though 
I have been often advertised of Instructions they should give to 
the Count Tilliers in the behalfe of Ferdinand ; which if it be 
tme your Hon'r must know. For my part I have many reasons 
to induce mee to beleeve they wilbee neutral! ; wherein that I 
may come from words to more evident testimonyes, I find this 
State first too poore and then too unsetled to stirre. Their 
poverty apeara m that they have taken up | of a yeares Bent 
before hand ; that they lave new Impositions upon the people, 
that faint under the old, ttiat they expect from the Pansiens a 

Seat some of money (they say 300,000 Crounes) as the price of 
e Courts removing to this place (though the Contagion God 
bee thanked for it) seeme to bee in a maner extinguish^. And 
for their unsetlednea it is anch that when the King would send an 
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Army I think they know not whome to trust. Bat the snccesse 
of the Ambassage of the Ooant of Farstemborg who is come 
hether Bince yesternight will give as better meanes to disceme 
them, and I will not Fayle to have a watch upon him. 

For the newes of their High'ses crowning in Bohemia it was 
receaved here with incredible ioy of all thoee of the Religion, 
and of every one, not of the Keligion whome they call bons 
Francois, among which the Ministers of those of the Keligion 
have been so Zealous, that in generaJl terms they have pnb- 
■ liqnely prayed for their prosperity in this great cause. Prince 
Phillibert is retomed to the Duke of Savoy (his father) acconl- 
ing to my last advis's bat as some say to depart againe to the 
service of the Spaniard, bnt therein 1 can afErme nothing. 

For the newes of the Emperors treaty of a marriage hetweene 
his Sonne and the Duke of Lorraynes daughter, I saw it under 
the Prince Anhalta hand ; There is a generall voice here, of 
the King of Smiynes sidines, which they say is not without 
much danger ; lais is all being hut newly come hether ; Your 
Hon; ahul shortley heare from mee againe; In the mcane 
while and ever I rest

I doabt not but your Lo: hath beene Trom time to time ac- 
qaainted with so much of the occtirrenres of my Ambassage aa 
may any way have concerned your Tjo. for your employment to 
be acquainted with from those who have the direction thereof 
in England ; yet I can not goe home without making your Lo: 
a short relation of all for your eatertaynm't and the satisfactim 
of my desire to serve you. 

At my arrivall at Heydelberg w'h was my first sta^e in 
Germany, I found the state of the sfFayres not so much inclined 
to peace as 1 expected, and hoped, For the new Emperor Ferdi- 
nand, and the Ecclesiastical] Electors pnfTed up with yt small 
defeate w'ch the Count Miuisfelt by anrprisall had nere receyved 
in Bohemia and with the C. di Thome his reti^ate from Vienna 
without having done any great matter in those partes, would by 
no meanes hai'ken to any deferring of the Impcriall Diett 
whereby the troubles of Bohemia might the better t>e accommo- 
dated. On the other part the P. P. of the Union whom I found 
assembled at Heilbron had there resolved for their security to 
rayse an army of betweene ten and twelve thousand foote and 
three thousand horse w'ch they doe still hold in pay. In this 
respect and because the day of the Electorall diett approached so 
neere that if I had gone as I was commanded to require the D. 
of Saze his asustance (as the other Vicar of the Empire] Ferdi- 
nand would have beene at Frankfurt before I could have mett 
w'tb him, I presumed so farre upon our Masters favor as to leave 
that P. ansaluted and went on directly toward Ferdinand whom 
I mett at Saltzberg posting on his way to Frankfurt. The 
answer be had provided against my comeing was an acknowledg- 
ment of onr Masters favor in the offer of mediation and an 
excuse for his being incapable to embrace it because the com- 
pounding of these troubles was formerly referred to four P. P. 
of the Empire viz: the P. £1. Palatine, the D. of Saxe, the D. 
of Bavaria and the Arbp of Mayence, ont of whose hands he 
could not withdraw the arbitration. This conference he sard, 
had satisfied other Soveryne P. P., who had likewise offered to 
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mediate and therefore he hoped it vonld also content the K. my 
Master. AIL this was temptingly delivered to mt; by a OoDn- 
sellor of Ferdinand, appoynted to confer vith me. But apon my 
remonctrance of the dinerence of my Masters case who was en- 
treated to undertake this office from theirs who voluntarily offered 
to inteipose, and of the wrong it was to him not to be acquainted 
with this reference to the four P. P. before I was sent on tliis 
employment, the Connsellor adionmed me backe to his M'r and 
he though be disavoned not that w'h had passed from his Minister, 
yet he gave me a further, and the same cause why he could as 
then give me no better answer, w'ch was because the Spanish 
Ambassador C. d' Ogniate without whom he could doe nothing 
was not there, but gone another way to Frankfort where upon 
conference with him he promised to make me such an answer as 
should be fully satisfactory to the K, my Master. I would for 
an earnest thereof have gotten at that time his assent to a cessa- 
tion of armes, that I might have gone thence to Prague and there 
endeavouring to prevayle aa farre with them have so advanced 
the busines against my retume to Frankfurt 

But this was a poynt w'ch in respect of the present advantage 
he presumed on I could by no means obtayne. At my return to 
Nanau neare Francfnrt (mto w'ch no strangers are permitted to 
enter during the Elect. Diett) I repayred to the C. d' Ogniate 
and made as much instance with him (as I thought convenient) 
to use the authority his Master had with Ferd: towards the in- 
clining him to a peace, and the first steppe to such a cessation of 
armes. Alethough he spared not to maintayne the answer I bad 
receyved at Salizburg, yet he made a fayre show of procuring 
me a letter. But we could not agree upon the time. For he 
would have had me endeavour to doe all the best offers I 
could toward the election and promissed me all I would aftei^ 
wards, and I on the contrary insisted to have a peace made, or at 
least a truce, and .issurance of effecting so reasonable articles 
before the proceeding to the Election. This was a poynt w'ch 
all the Temporall Editors stod on likewise by their Deputyes. 
But when I perceyved it would not be obtayned I then pressed 
vrithont delay to have the answere w'ch Ferdinand hod promissed 
me after he had ad^-ised with tlie Spanish Ambossader and at 
last with much adoe drew one from nim, in substance the very 
same with his former. In this time the Ambassadors sent by the 
states of Bohemia to the Electoroll diet hod proceeded so farre as 
to {Hreaent a protestation against Ferdinand his being admitted 
for the Elector of their Kingdome. 

So that finding no disposition to peace on either part, and 
fearing there might be some blow given to ye Bohemians while 

h2 
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Fenlitiand atnased me w'th delayes, I resolved for the avoyding 
of that scsndale to withdraw my selfe of the place and for that 
parpose pretended the nece&s'y of makinf; a ioamey to the Spa 
lor my Health where indeede I meant to attend his Mas'tyes 
farther pleasure. And here while I was in expectation thereof 
T receyred the newes of the P. Palatine being chosen K. of 
BohemJEi, the day before Ferdinand was chosen Emperor. 
Within a day after I receyred also a commandm't from the Kin^ 
tn retume to Francfurt to try what might be done after the 
Election : Bat because this cnarge was f^ren me by his Ma'tie 
without any knowledge of the Election of the P. his sonne to be 
Kine of Bohemia, I resolved to sitt still till I might understand 
his Ma'ties will agayne after this great change of the affayres, 
which was that I should yet retume to the Emperor and con- 
gratulate his Election, and to protest that bia Ma tie had neither 
hand nor knowledge of this action of the Bohemians. But for the 
office of medietion whether the Emperor ahoald seeme desirous 
to have it considered or not I was commanded handsomely and 
upon fayre reasons to decline it. I was in hope to have discharged 
my selfe of these Instructions before the Emperor had departed 
from Francfurt. But finding him hasted away before I could 
reach thetber, it cost me a long and wearisome journey to Gratz. 
From whence I am but a few dayes arrived in these Countreyes 
where I have been commanded to give the States tbankes for 
their readiness to send up their horse and a good number of 
musketeers when the Archedoke his drawinc bis forces to 
Bruxelles gave an apprehension that he had an intention to in- 
vade the lower Palatinate, to intreate them in his Ma'ties name 
to continue the like care of his sonne hereafter upon any like 
occasion : to excuse his Ma'tie for not declaring himselfe in 
the mayne cause as yet undll he shall have satisfyed the partys 
interested that he was no conniver, nor counsellor of the proceed- 
ings of the Bohemians ; and finaliv to assure them, that so soone 
as his Ma'ty shall have vindicated his honor from jealousy in this 
noynt, that he will then advise and that speedily what is fitt for 
iiim to doe in the generall cause and acquainte them first of 
all his frendes with bis resolution. 

Thus I have given vour Lo: a compendious account of my 
whole Ambassage, w'cn I reserve to be managed by your wisdome 
to the most advantage of his Mas'tyes service by suppressing « 
divulging what parts whereof your Lo: shall think ntt. 

Tlie occurrences of ve warre would be a story both too long, 
and too late your Lo: liaving assnrely long ere this heard them 
from otiier handcs.

The cause cf sending this Messenger is to advertise y'r Hon'r 
that ye Ambass'r extraordinarv from Bnixels arived nether on 
Satterday 12 Feb. St. Angl. liis buisines ia not yet declared but it 
is probably coniectured to reioice for ye recovery of tliis Queeiie 
from her sicknes and to renew Furstcnbergli's propositions for 
socouring the Emperonr. Thiu is what was thought would stay tlie 
King's intended iourney to Ficardy and so to Calais (to view 
as it is sayd) the wTecke the sea haui made on that Haven and 
fortification, To which the discontentm't of the Parlament upon 
his verifying those Edictes (whereof my last made mention) 
together with ye answer they expect from Lodun concerning the 
diHsolving that Assembly might oe added as sufficient reasons to 
have altered that resolution.

Orengshaw who solicited this cause, did hereupon repayre to 
London to give present order, (lis hee sayd) to this effect; I 
tooke the holdnei by him humbly to addrease a former Letter to 
7*7 L'sps breefly touching thin point, leaving the more ample 
relation thereof to the sayd M'sr Orengshaw, that if there arose 
any scruple hee might satisfy y'r L'ps, both concerning the co- 
herence of it, with those former proceedings long before mj 
tyme comenced ; As also that by his relation of my diligence 
and successe in that buisines I might decline that undecency & 
ostentation which is found in those who magnify their own 
actions, in which regards I humbly desire y'r L'd ps tiie brevity of

them ; For my lourney to Court, since it is his Ma'ties pleasure 
I prepare myselfe as fast as I can, But having had Commission 
tbe last yeare, upon the lik discontent, betweene the King & 
his Mother to offer the King mv Masters assistance by advise or 
otherwayes, I assured my selfe the same is expected at this 
preaent, & therefore I thought it the duty of my place, most 
htmibly by y'r Hon'rs meanes to represent thus much unto bis 
Ma'ties consideration, who may bee pleased to think it convenient 
for mee to reiterate this Message now upon the same occasion ; 
which I could wish not only, because I snail have this allwayes 
to object against them in case they favour the Emperors party 
against ns,bnt cbeefly that the peace betweene the King & his 
Mother being now treated of & likely enough to follow, there ii 
nothing els to bee done ; Besides X conceive not, how I can either 
proper^ demand Audience at this present, without touching on 
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this point, or how witfaoat demanding Audience I can fallow tlie 
Coort, when the other Ambassadours doe not. Bat 1 snbmitt 
all to his Ma'ties wisdome £ good pleasnre beseeching his 
Ma'tie to accept w'th his accustomed benignity this m; Proposi- 
tion, which if his Ma'tie bee pleased to allow of I shall then 
humblv desire that the Tyme of using it may bee referrd to mee 
who will not speake it but in his true season ; & herin as I shall 
crave y'r Hon rs speedv answer, so I will loose no tyine to depart 
presently after God willing : The King is now at la Fleche wnich 
IS reiy neare his Mothers Toune of Anglers.

d'Augiers as I take it one of yo'r Secretaries. Thus hath yo'r 
Lo'pp an account of yo'r letters, ffor the matters conteined 
in tliem, being advertisements for the most part of the Passages 
of that troubled State, thev require no other answere then to 
tell yo'r Lo'pp that his Ma'tie therein receaves good satisfaction. 

when I receaved that letter fro' you wherein you acquaint 
his Ma'ty w'th that w'ch passed betwixt that King and yon as 
also betwixt you, Mona'r de Luines, and Des Dignieres, his 
Ma'ty was absent from London and hath been ever since so as I 
sent the letter unto him and w'th all put his Ma'ty in mind of a 
desire of yo'rs if it might stand w'th his service, (w ch 1 had once 
intimated unto him a good while before that letter came) for 
leave to come into England for a moneth or two and to retume 
backe againe. I desired w'thall the Party that 1 writt unto at 
Court to send me word what satisfaction his Ma'ty receaved by 
the acconipt w'ch you gave of yo'r p'ceedings w'th Mons'r de 
Luynes, I had no answere to the last but presume the best

Itrouglit word yt ye Assembly of those of ye Rel : was resolved 
not to separate till they had some reasonable satisfaction in 
their demands, ye King thought fit to call together 2. Presidents, 
and tliree Con'ers of Parlement ; unto whom as in ye name of 
all the rest ho represented this obstinacy & rebellion (as he 
termed it) in such sort that he said he could leave them no longer 
unpunished: because yt at this time his coSres were so empty 
(by occasion of ye late warres) that his owne finances did not 
sutHse for ye entretainm't of so great an army, as he intended to 
levy, he must have recourse to extraord'rie meanes j & p'ticn- 
liirly yt it was his pleasure yt they should verifie his Edict con- 
cerning les Charges les Pirocnreurs, which yt yo'r Hon'r may 
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ye better conceive, To'r Hon'r may be pleased to call to minde 
yt all ye charges o^ Gens de Justice in this Kingdome are 
venal, those ot ye Proeureurs&Advocats only excepted; wliich 
I know not by what reason or oversight (when those of Judico- 
tare are sold) have hitherto byn left free and without any 
imposition; notwithstanding that of Judge is bound to ye 
strict rules of Justice, & Lawyers and Procureura are Let lr)ose 
to undertake ye defence of tlieir Clients causes, whether 
good or bad & by profession dicere in utrumq. partem. I 
have enquired into ye reason of this (since mee tliought 
ye corruption of the Judges was such as it needed not tlio 
insinuations & malignity of Frocureurs to nctiate it) but could 
obteyne no answer (from whom I required it) yt gave mec any 
satisfaction (unless that this be one, y t to have Kold tliose jilaocs 
alltogether would have b}'n thought too suddaine & violent a 
mutation in ye course of Justice when ye venalitr of those 
charges was first propownded. But it is come now in its tume 
& ye Judges may be glad of it, since the ignorance of those 
wlio have such a hand in addressing buisincs unto them will 
pve to them no little care of commodity to give false sentence. 
Neither is there anv thing now to hinder ye Course of Justice 
from coming a p'fect chaos & confusion but that places of 
Advocats be sold, who yet for haveing on one side ill ProcQ- 
reurs & on the other false iudges will not want excuses to 
appease their angry Clients : 

I have made ye larger excursion yt yo'r Hon'r may take 
notice of the indirect proceeding of these Courts : which is all I 
can alleadge for myself, when I am under the command of 
procuring satisfaction for our Marchants busines & others. I 
will resume my argument to let yo'r Hon'r know that ye 
answer of one of ye Presidents (in ye name of all ye rest) 
was, that they were sory yt his Ma ty had any occasion to 
make warre at home, which his Predecess'rs did ever fio studi- 
ously decline, but upon a very great and urgent necessity: and 
much more that they did mervalle that his finances were governed 
in that sort that neither his ordinarie nor extraordinarie meanes 
for levying of moneyes could furnish him an army payed, & 
entretayned upon all occasions : How soever yt they were will- 
ing to obey his Ma'ty heerin, though they could wish rather 
then come to extremity that there were some moderation used, 
only those of ye Religion passed ye bounds of their ancient 
Edicts wherein they protested not so much to consider ye par- 
ticulars of those of ye Eeli^on aa ye general repose & tran- 
quillity of this Kingdome : Mon'r le Prince heenipon replyed, 
'That ye Assembly at Rochelle was unlawfull, yt ye King had 
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esgaged himself to declare it so, and that his Ma'ty could no 
way retyre, without extreme vilifying of his owne aatbority. 
MonR'r de Luynos for his part toke to answer that for ye 
Finances his Ma'ty bad received a iust accompt, wherein ne 
found nothing wbich was not employed if not necessarily, yet 
at least for his hononr, for his owne particular he protestod, 
never in all his life to have received from thence above ye 
valew of twenty thousand Cr., & yt at several) tymes, & 
heerw'th: turning to ye King, humbly desired his Ma'ty if he 
spoke false to reprehend him : but Ve King haveing seemed by 
his gesture & countenance to allow it, turned afterwards to those 
of the Farlement, & said Now you know my pleasure I looke to 
be obeyed: wherewith they taking leave to depart, the King 
suddainty called them back, and asked whether they had pro- 
ceeded against I'Hamiltiere (Depute at - Rochelle for those 
of ye Beugion, in & about Paris) as Criminel de lese Ma't^. 
To which tney answering, that they had not as yet gone so farre^ 
were commanded expresiy to proceed presently & withall rigour 
against him. All which I have related to your Hon'r more 
amply : that yo'r Hon'r may see ye Kinges designes, & ye incoa- 
veniences into which those of ye Religion are falling unles 6od 
doe most mightily help them, for my part I have done all that 
I could to inform myself of ye secret reason of this ye stifFe 
resolution they have taken not to separate their Assembly at 
Rochelle, and have received these answers. That (first) they 
finde by ye Kings proceedings in Beam there is a designe to 
sappe & undcrmyne ye Religion the snspition whereof hath 
byne no little increased by ye Kings leaving ye reliques of bia 
army about Rochelle, (2iny) That if they have made an Assem- 
bly at Rochelle, they grownded it upon ye Kings authority and 
apon ye non execution of ye promises (for which Mons'r le 
Prince & Mons'r de Luynes were respondents) pretend to 
have leave to reassemble; That these lores'd promises were 
violated, not only in matter, but in manner, in which regard they 
oppose the Kings first declaration against his second, affirming 
a King cannot contradict himself, & therefore vt ye leave they 
had to assemble by ye Kings first promise is not rightly taken away 
by ye second act unles some new offence be gi^^n. Against whica 
tney protest and therefore appeale unto ye King better informed, 
who they think strange (in stead of giving them satisfaction in 
their iust demands) should declare them Cnminels de lese Ma't^ 
(3dly. That unles there were some secret intention to suppresse 
them all together, it should never be refused them to make a 
generall complaint ; which they cannot doe but by an Assembly ; 
since they have reason to beleeve, that if they made their com- 
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plaints bj D«ipaties and particular persons ther would not bo 
much be taken into consideration : (417 That at tiiis tyme those 
of ;e Seliinon are at p'fect union & credence amone themselves, 
of which they have reason to take advantage, since if they should 
now forsake one another, they feare least their leaders & Com- 
mand'rs should dye, be gotten from them by guifts, or intend 
something else. 

These are their private reasons ; their Publi{|ae your Hon'r 
hath anderstood by ye book I lately sent yo'r Hon'r. It is 
trew I cannot deliver these reasons as ever^ way authenticall in 
England; but it is as trew yt there is no comparison between 
the maximes of those of ye fielicion in France, & ye Papists in 
England. Howsoever these are their reasons and therefore I send 
them, while though they have no conformity with our practice in 
England, vo'r Hon'r yet may remember ye place whence they 
come, & that suo tempore nullum argumentum non militatin 
Qallia : for where (as yf .mentioned above, the iniustice is so 
great, that human lawcs are not observed, the lawe of propre 
conservaUon seems to be ye only to which they are obliged. 
And now I have made the best Apologie I can for those of ye 
Religion, give me leave to tell your Hon'r yt I apprehend ye 
successe of their conseils ; because the Kings forces are so much 
superior to theirs. 2dly That they will find that they are more 
disunited among themselves then tliey think ; it being certaine 
yt ye hetlicr parts of France are not so sensible of ye ill usage 
thoy of ye further side receive. Sdiy That thev are in danger 
least their creat ones should be withdniwne by guifts & promises. 
4ly Least diverse of yc poore should forsake the cause either 
for feare or want, "rherefore I think it necessary to laboure 
more & more for a peace, as that without which I doubt how 
they of ye Religion will subsist. The King hopes to nHnne 
Mons'r de Chastillon from ye party having sent him some money 
to invite him to come hether, & witliall to offer him some encreaae 
of digni^. 

The IJiike of Savoy hath forbid bis snfatects to sell anv come 
to those of Geneva; of which their Agent heer hath made com- 
plaint. It is hoped that his Ma'ty will take notice thereof to 
yt Duke : since all those of the Religion depend upon his Ma'ty, 
as their chief Protectour under God. 

These were ye proceedings of ye last week ; the beginning of 
this Mons'r de Luynes came to Farlam't and offred ye Paullctte 
upon such conditions, yt it is accepted : whicJi with ye Edict 
des Procureurs (tis thought by common estimation) will furnish 
ye King with fowre millions of Gold, but I will enquire better 
of their valew. 

The D. of Savoy &c. 
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I hftve no other newes, and I wonld thii were better for tfaoae 
bnnnesees which Mons'r de Cadenet andertoke, I have required 
an answer from him : He saitb, Ue hath mored ye Einp & 
Conseil, but that they have not yet taken any definitive resoln- 
tion; Moreover he added that be wonld strive to give contents 
ment in that, which was recommended to him : whereof as soon 
as I can see the effects, yonr Hon'r shall have an accompU

Had not yo'r Lo. noble I'res of the 20 May commed this Day

L. longe and unaccustomed salence : I should have Begone to 
despair, and to beleeve that the sinister and false calamniacons 
of some of o'r malitioua & factiuus countrj'mea, had deprived 
me of the beames of yo'r L : woonted favor. 

That storm is nowe dissipated ; and courage redoubled, to doe 
yo'r L : all faithfull and tiumble service. But I beseech yo'r 
L. to be truly informed, that if at any tyme, I doe suspende the 
perfoi-mance of my duty towards yo'r L : it shalbe either for 
wante of health, of matter, or of leisure ; his Ma'te pressing 
affaires not affording tyme to wryte. 

In exchange of the occurrence yo'r L: vouchsafed to ym- 
parte unto me the presente affoordoth no retributions. Heere stl 
IS quiett, and no more noise, then if the warres were removed 
from hence, to the remotest parte of Europe.

Cordova lies encamped on the other side towards Wesell, and 
intrenched in that sort as yf he intended to be in ve field some 
part of the winter, w'ch may hold Ct. Henrj* abroad longer 
then he would himself, having an occasion to luoke towards the 
liagh more then ordinarie j w'th w'ch Mons'r Chartillon will 
acquaint y'r L'p. His Ex'cy will rise and retume when the 
rivvers rise, meane while he hath a project about w'ch he is yerj 
bnsie to tume a great part of the Rhyne into the Ysell. 

Here ia some order fro' y'r Court for 30m. crownes for this 
month of 7ber as the French quota for the Valtolina league ; 
the rest is expected fro' Venice and Turin, and meane while the 
States are desired by the Fr. and Yen. Amb'rs to sapplie Mans- 
felts wants as well w'th money as Victuals, and somwhat they 
doe, but not enough to content him w'ch is a hard matter. 

We have had here one Oram'ey a Brabanter in employment 
fro' the Emp'r this last weeke but w'th such defective I'res of 
credence that he is gon fro' hence without audience or comuni- 
ca'on w'th any of the States towards Hamburgh where he pre- 
tends to stay till he have new I'res fro' the Emp'r and then we 
shall see him againe. His Comissions are many concerning Im- 
perial fiefs, Mart townes, ransoming of prisoners out of the hands . 
of the Turke, primarias preces (w'ch we doe not here under- 
stand) and appeales to Aqmsgrane, all w'ch are here Judged to 
tend to one of these two ends either to pick a quarrel out of 
the end be buccina belli, or present a peace yf the great forces 
the Imperialists and Spaniards have together in these parts may 
so intimidate these men as to accept nnworthie conditions. Thus

I have received from your Brother S'r Henry two of vour 
Letters together : one about some of our spanishe horses of w ch I 
take the less care that by the other I perceive yon have received 
the booke I sent you w'ch you count bat a play and yet you 
quarrel w'th but one vayne word in it, en atomos dc nieve las- 
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minissimo Seuor, w'ch is all bot eyced me whyte, for you know 
the riclit Spanishe use rather such expressions then similes. I 
woula see snch another peece as the whole in any other lan- 
guafre : and if you will send it to me I will be so much more 
beholding to you. Itt were rather a diurnal then a Letter to 
wryte you all you deajTe to know of our Joamey, it was all 
adventure from the first to the last howre ; and what wee did 
there eveiy one er now hath told a peecc, and I doubt your 
frenche Ambassador from Madrid hath discrybed it as the 
prince useth to say Spayne was discrj'hed to him ; he saycth all 
thatt spoke of it to him before he saw it beleyved both tfio good 
and tiie cvill of it, the worst and best I say of it, is, that for 
ought I know they did f^cncrously thatt lett us run away when wee 
would, and for sayiiur some such thing and decamp. I will liot 
raill for company 1 am already taken for one of the most 
Spanishe that was forth w'th the prinee, and yet I was in danger 
rather to he corrupted w'th the Kyng of france his courtesj' w ch 
Lasted but 2 howres then w'th the Kyng of Spayne w'ch I had 
leosure to taste 7 months almost and yet I am Dound to confess 
I mett w'th no uncourtesy ther from any persone of highe or 
low degree and made many such frends as men fynde abroad, 
but I remember when I had more in france : and amicus Plato 
amicus Socrates, yet magis amica Veritas and in w'ch of the 
nations that is most I am most servant of that nation, for my 
privat frends as they use me I am to them, in which degree! 
have ever been excedingly beholding to your family w'ch I will 
always retume as I may. 

For our taking upp the quarrel between the Hollander and 
the Dunkirker, it is in one of those days when the east wynde 
keept us at sea fyve Holland shipps were stalking of 4 dunkir- 
kers to have an eye on them whether they went Least they 
should do harm to any of theres abroad, bat I saw no great will 
they had to fight, for the dunkirkers were the stronger. They 
came both aboard the prince and lookt calmly before him as 
they will always do when he is so able as he was then to matche 
boti : when they were lett goe they followed then for noe pur- 
pose but what they did after we know not. We were a weeke 
almqst a shipboard w'thin the heaven of St. Ander when the 
prince the first nyght in his barge mett w'th so rough a watter 
that bis barge used to the calmer Thames could not row a foote, 
so as he was driven to one of the shipps when he and the Gar^ 
dinal Zupata and the Oonde de Moutray were forced to stay all 
nyght to avoyd tlie danger that the mariners sayd they were in 
of the rocks of they went asyde of the mayne sea if tney went 
bock, and of Cables if they bad falne among the midst of the 
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ships. After that wee were more then a weeke before wee 
could reach any land avoyding equally the coast of france and 
Jreland, at Last the prince Left the Navye and put into the 
Ues of Silly whether the wholu shipps came also next day, and 
there wee stayd 4 dayes. and found ^nod mcanes to rcSrcsclie 
every bodye w'th good meat and drinlc and freshe waiter. Wee 
had a gentle wyntT to pot us f ayrely out, and after another dayes 
patience wee had so good a gail that Landed us at portsmouth 
ui 30 honres after. So in saifty that there was nothinge lost or 
wett but a Jefiuit till wee cam a land when for a fortnight after 
it did nothing but ra3Tie dave and nyght, yctt wee swymd on to 
Roystoun where w'th in 3 unyes yon would never have knowno 
wee had been any where els and so wee continou as you mav 
guess every day what wee may be doing since. W'th much 
adoe the kyng is gott up to TiboIIs to receive this Junta of 
Spanishc Ambassadors, and some say he will staye thereabouts 
till after Cristmas, if it be so I will see your frends and myne 
ever the oftner: and to encrease my obligation to you I am now 
sending to france my Sonne w'th the Lo: f!^traange and his 
Brother, to whom I invitt your protection and direction where 
they shall beginn to live, that tliereby they may be taught to 
dye as 1 shall do

I desire humbly 
to bee excused if I have not given that speedy account of the 
affaire of my Lo: Duke of Kichmond, which I desired : Bnt 
having now at last obtayned it, and together this answer, that 
such a finall resolution thereof, should bee sent to his Ambas- 
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sador the Comte de lilIiereB as should bee to his Ma'ties con- 
tentment ; I beseech yonr Hono'r to acquaint his Ma'tie therewith, 
as also my Lo: Duke of Richmond. I send your Uon'r here 
inclosed, all the state of the bosines betweene the King & 
Mansfeld, who is not only frustrated of the 100m. crownes 
which was remitted to the Low Countryes for the payment of 
his Army by the crafty and false dealing (as he conceavef) it) of 
Montereau ; But is iealous least some other and particularly as 
I heare Count Henry, & the Prince of Orange his brother, 
should bee chosen Generall for the League in his place ; Wee 
have advise from Vienna that the Emperor doth much appre- 
hend the Buccesse of Bethlem Gabor, though as yet hee hath, 
taken no new plans of conuderation, that wee can heare of, or 
with his creat Army hath done anything of importance, more 
then hold the Marquis de Montenegro so straitly beseeged 
within his retrenchements, that hee hath cutt of the ordinary 
passage of victualls from him, while the Emperor to gaine tyme 
treats of a peace, which if bee cannot make advantageous before 
winter bee expired, it is thought that the next Springe hee will 
have such an Army in readines as wilbee able to oppresse Gabor 
unlesse the Tnrke assist him, the resolution whereof, as wee 
heare is referred to the Bascha of Buda ; It is written hether 
from Germany, that the regiments which Mons'r de Tilly hath 
sent unto the Emperor arc mutined by the way for want of 
paym't. In this country all things are much about the state in 
which my former left them and so are likely to continue unlesse 
the torbolent Counsailes of Mons'r le Prince de Condd who is 
shortly expected at Court doe breed some alteration, which 
being all that occurres at this present, worth your Hon'rs notice 
I shall after the remembrance of my due respects conclude &c. 

I sent your Hon'r a message by word of mouth how the ICg 
was invited to the Clmstening at the Haghe, as I was told, but 
thonght not fitt to write so much, as supposing it were true, that 
I should have heard from the place my selfe. Now a messenger 
is come hether on purpose to f^ve the K'g thanks for it.

Knowingc well Iiow uiifitte it 12, that the Kings my master 
should expecte tlio cominge of any, who is in no disposition or 
forwardnes, therunto, I thought fitt to giro your Honor an ac- 
count how M's'r de Moulin, who, not long since, upon recyt of 
the passeport, w'ch I sent liim, did give such approbation there- 
of, tnat lie declared by Letter to me, that it was wholy to his 
satisfaction and Contentment, hath now lately called it into that 

?uestion, that hee seemes to doubt, whether it bee valid enough, 
or his cominge into France, since the expresse words are only 
for leave to go out of it ; But, as this exception, in my opinion, 
is but vaine, since, at worst, it gives him Liberty to retume backe 
againe to Sedan ; So, havlnge understood oy some seconde 
means, that hee desires to come for awhile to Paris, to take order, 
conceminge his particular bussinesses before his Journey to 
England, I beginne to imagine, it is that scruple more then any 
other thnt vexeth him. Notw'thstandingc w'cn, I have not only 
sent to him br his sonne in lawe to make haste into England 
accordlnge to His Majesties sum'ons, but intend to use my best 
endeavors, for obtaininge a Passeport, in the forme hee desires, 
tliough I cannot easily hope that the intention of this State is, to 
dispense w'th, or dechne their ordinary forme, for the gratifyinge 
of nim, in any hande. There may perchance, some other con- 
uderatjons, for his delay, bee drawne from his Love unto a new 
maryed wife, or (to those who have observed a. little timoumes

The Sealos were lately in danger to bee wrung out of the

Hoping your Hon'r hath received ray last of the 19 of tltis 
monetli, which I delivered to a messenger who presented him- 
selfe as I was going to dispatch away an extraordinary it re- 
moities that I acquaint your Hon'r with a peece uf Intelligence 
newly come to mee, which because it hath such especial! relation 
to the Busines of the Palatinate, I thought fitt to let your Hon'r 
know, as timely as I could. 1 am informed from ver? good 
part, tliat this King and Counsajle, f who have now a good, while 
since, entred into treaty with the Duke of Bavaria, and for the 
purpose resolved to send an Agent colled Grenelle to reside with 
the sayd Duke, in correspondence to another lately arrived here, 
on his part,) hearinge now tliat the Spaniard doth offer to restore 
(as they are informed) the Pal.itinate, upon some hard & un- 
eqnall conditions, do use all mcanes, to the States of the Low 
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Conntiyes to persuade the Electo'r Palatine, to accept the sayd 
condic'ons ; wherein, thonfrh they pretend not only to favour 
him, by seeming; to contribute their offices, to the making of an 
univenall peace, but would oblige him therennto, by represent 
ing the dimcultyes, whicli might arise in case this affaire should 
come to bee terminated by the sword, yet certainly their more 
nrincipall intentions ore, partly to gratifye the sayd Bnke of 
Bavana, at the coat of his Hignnes Palatine, it being indifferent 
to them, whether of both hath more or lease so that ormes bee 
layd doune on all sydes, and partly to pick (aa they terme it here) 
a querelle d'Allcmond against the sayd State, to refuse the con- 
tinuing the assistance promised them, when they could nut effect 
what is required, which they thiiike, they may the safelier doe 
that the King our gracious Master wilbee constrained to onder- 
take their defence, when his Ma'tie could not otherwise conclude 
that busines. These then are the designes of this State for the 
present, with which therefore your Hon'r may bee pleased to 
acquaint his Ma'tie. I will not omitt here to advertise your Hon'r 
how tiie Ambassador Mendoza in a visit which hee rendered mee 
OS hee passed this way towards Spaine, telling mee, that if the 
Duke de IJavaria were rembursed those excessive sumes, which 
have been ioyd out by him, in the late warres of Germany, there 
were hope of a good peace ; I answered that if that course should 
have been taken in all the worres that have been hetlier unto, 
betwixt great Princes there never could have been peace, and 
that it would bee no small providence in his M'r to take order, that 
tliere might bee no occasion of laying out monney hereafter, 
which rather then the looking back, for the recovery of what 
was imployed all ready, I did advise him to ; Hee told me then, 
that if the Elector Palatine would put his children into his M'rs 
hands, that all might bee accomodated ; Irenlyed that indiFerent 
persons did tliinke it was too much already that hee withheld 
their patrimony from them, after which to desire their persons, 
could not bee understood otherwise then as a designe to assure 
himselfe of all, therefore that he should first restore, & then 
treat of the rest 

Here is a speech of creating a particular Gouncell for forraine 
affaires which would bee much to the diminution of Mons'r de 
Puisieox his authority, who alone hetherunto hath directed tliese 
affaires ; But if the late reconcilement betwixt Mons'r de la 
Vieuville & him bee harty, it is thought he may subsist.

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ye Popes Nuntio nor other fforrein Ambassad'res bat ye Card'l 
(le BochefoDcaQt Mons. de Bethunes. In ye meane Espernon 
cloriea not only to haue sett ye Qu : Mother at Ilbertie but to 
haue byn payed (w'cli yo'v Ma'tie may perceiue by ye last Article) 
for doeing yt. Dut yt is all vaviie glorie, for ye King bouf^ht 
not his peace but ye publique. All the Kings troupes are there- 
fore licenced only some yt Mons. de Mayennc leuycd rcmayne as 
yet not disbanded, w'cn though yt giueth some occasion of 
mmonr, yet eacry man is confident in ve directnes of yt gentle- 
man, hauing giuen liis Saith to ye King in this busine?, and 
therefore attnbute yt to ye care "he hath liia soldiers be payed. 
] cannot omitte yt they hold something in this peace due to the 
temper of Mona'r de Guise G'rall of the Kings armic, who for 
liaueing byn so stacke and cold in his proceedings hatb left yt 
doubtful! to some, whether he ment to fauour otiiers or liimself. 
But the Princes courage cannot be suspected by any tliat know 
him : that therefor all must retume upon hia wisdome. How- 
Boeucr I understand y t he is so much discontented, yt ho resolues 
to leane ye Court w'ch one told mee, yt sawe a I're of his to yt 
effect. But to make all perfect w'th the Kings retume (who ys 
now at ToursJ they expect ye Prince of Condies freedome, being 
already so farre on his way, yt he is enlarged from his lodgeings 
they call ye Dongeon, and restored to his sword, only they 
make a question wlien ye King will retume since Mons. de 
Luynes perswodes him (as wee heare) to goe to Bretagne, there 
to deliner him ye possession of yt Prouince for w'ch he hath 
already compounded w'th Mons. de Vendosme and payed a great 
port of the money ; but Mons. de Vendosme will keep Doth 
though some say he hath payed no money, but only agreed for 
yt Wee attend this as the Kings next husines abroad upon 
w'ch will depend his retume to thb place and consequently ye 
answer of ye lettre I sent to know how ye King wonld dispose 
of mee. I cannot omitte to tell yo'r Ma*tie of a circumstance 
w'ch had almost broken this peace about ye time yt was most 
treated of fay ye Com'ission'rs abouenamed and a Priest called 
Pere BeHllle whom they much used in messages between ve 
parties : ffor whilest these did negotiate there was discouerea a 
designe to giue fire to ye powdre in ye Castle ye ruines whereof 
were likely to fall upon ye queen's lodgeinges, yt were not farre 
off, Thev lay ye fault upon ye Comte de Schomberg, but he 
excuBeth himself : in ye mean ye Queen made a long complaint 
thereof unto ye King. It is much desired by ye Prince of 
Piedmont that the King and qn: mother should meet: but some 
dislike yt as fearing n'rall affecc'on should bring them too neare : 
others dislike yt least repeUc'on of onkindnesses should putt 
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tham further asunder. They therfor who labour this prescribe 
ye wordes and behauioor on both sides. 'Iliis ys ye substance of 
all I can leame as yet worthie your Ma'ties knowledge. In ye 
meaiie I attend yo'r Ma'ties comandem't w'th ye deuotion and 
reuerence of your Ha*ties

Ma'ties wisdome past all consequence I will begin at my dutie

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heer, and acqtuunt jo't Ma'tie jt accordinf^ to your S. M. com- 
inandem't I followed ye Court which I found at Tours, The 
particttlarB of my reception, more corteoose and respectfull then 
any Ambaa. ord rie euer receyued, I haue writ to Mr. Secret'rie 
Kanton. In ye mean ye answer to yo'r Ma'ties I'res is promised 
by ye Comte de Tillieres who for hauing had a fall from his 
horse ys not yet ready to dep't. I cannot deny but there 
remayne in their breste some character and note of the former 
passages but no more, then I think to haue utterly defaced, 
wherin some (my p'rticular fTrendes) did your Ma'tie no little 
seruicc. I will proceed to ye more reall part of your Ma'ties 
commandom't which were ye renewing of ye Kings oathe Cum 
maior deuenerit, and ye busmes ofMons. de Mayerne. They are 
both accorded. That of the oath is deferrea until ye Icings 
comeing to Paris. The other when Mons. de Mayerne will. I 
did not omitto ye circumstance that jro'r Majestic would punish 
him if he were f anttie but was answered yt howsoeuer jr Ma'tie 
should haue satisfacc'on. So yt if yo'r Ma'tie vouchsafe a 
graciouse hearing to ye French in their suites it will assuredly 
entertaine a good correspondence, though I must assure yonr 
Ma'tie I was aduertised by a speciall ffrend, that ye voice of your 
Ma'ties good usage of ye States, now in this last Treatie and your 
Ma'ties ioyning w'th them to settle forth a name was ye cheife 
iufitice to facilitate to this accord, and to induce them to proceed 
in this louing manner w'ch I believe more then all their outward 
shewes ; Since ye excluding of ye Hollander from ye French 
will make eyther of them unable, this for want of men, that for 
want of shipping, euer to offend your Ma'tie. May your Ma'tie 
then euer keep ye Hollander in yo'r protecc'on, while on thcue 
termes yo'r Ma tie is not only Lord of the Ocean but of ye rest 
of vt element whersoeaer. I hambly beseech yo'r Ma'tie to 
p'raon mee since I finde ye conformitie of this place to depend 
80 much on this point, and to accept of this as following my 
Instmcc'ons ; since I can attribute the late violence of this nation 
to no other cause so much as the League offensive and defenuve 
made not long since with ye Hollanders. 

I will come to ye Maroues de Treneille who since my first 
audience arrived nether full of thankfulness to your Ma'tie 
and giuing the best report of eueiy thing. He hath shewed 
mee ye pnuate instmcc'ons your Ma tie gave him for Germanie 
and Uiis place. I ioyned w'^ him for ye D. of Lennox, and the 
Marques Hamilton, and receyued all satisfacc'on ffor ye rest I 
thought fitt to attend your Ma'tie commandem't.

Concerning ye two lost commands whereof ye first required 
;is Kings renewing his oath Cum. maior deuenerit I li.iae 
reclined answer at Oompeicne wher ye King himself after 
his excnseing yo omission of yt all this while by reason of his 
continewall progresse, appointed Paris for ye place, but said he 
would not as yet assiene any time though wee hope vt wilbe 
shortly, ye contagion being so little at this pr'ent, yt it is scarce 
consiiJerable. 

For ye second concerning Gantier I p'rceiue his Ma'tie hath 
tBup;ht this state how to denie yt self, for ye night before my 
audience I was prvuented bv Mons. Puizieulx who told me they 
relinquished then: suite ana therefore desired mee not to speak 
of yt at all w'c^ I imagine to hauo byn done bv ye dii-ecc'en of 
Mons. de Lnynes, to whom I repeated his Ma'ties expresse 
wordes a good while since; ftJlyt Mons. Puizieulx add was 
yt wee might hane gratifyed ye ^ng in this, without pressing 
ye boianes so farre and therefore yt wee must not expect any 
such curtesie from them, if yc like occasion should happen. 
J told him yt in ye examples of Bothwell and Tyrone he might 
be assured how little wee desired to importune thein in this 
kinde. 

Hereupon he began to speak of Hugon and said ploinlv it 
was ye Spanish faction yt kept him in prison : I answered he 
was not at all in prison, and for factions yt wee had none in 
onr Court, but who should doe his Ma'tie best seruice; that 
to assure them Hngons restreint was not without cause, I 
thought good to let him know wee had already fownd a part of 
ye jewels whercw'th he was charged, and yt wee hoped to dis- 
couer ye rest : to which he answered yt in effect wee granted 
(as he sawe) neytber of their requests ; I replied it was trewe, 
but yt it was as trewe wee ought not to make them any other 
answer, howsoeuer yt tbey could not accuse TS of any ill 
afTecc'on to ye nation hauing not hurt the one and saned the 
other. 

And now haueing giuen yo'r Honor an accompt of what I 
haue done in obedience to my instrucc'ons I must acquaint yo'r 
Honor j-t during my stay at Coinpeigne I rcceincd a Trc from 
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ye Palatines Highnes wherein his H. was pleased to advertise 
mee, yt ye Elector of Trefues (or Trier) would shortly come 
in p'raon to this King ; that his buisines waa to accuse ye Pat : 
H. for takeing armes et disturbing ye publiqne peace, to which 
his H. deures mee to answer that (wnen ther was no othere con- 
sideration) he and ve Princes of ye Union were obliged to yt, 
for ye defence of their contries, being so near to Bohemia : that 
ye £ccleaiastiqnes could not alleadge any such reason : That 
therefore in them yt was uniust to take armes, but in himself 
and ye rest necessarie ; 80 yt in g'rall his H. wished mee to doe 
him all good offices in this Court, and p'rticularly to represent 
ve many helpes and courtesies this King's ffather receiued from 
his H. Predecessors upon all occasiones, assuring mee in conclo- 
sion^yt his Ma'tie would approne well any seruice I should doe 
his a. in this kind. That w'ch first occurred upon reading this 
I're, yt I wanted instrucc'ons from his Ma'tie to treat in this 
boisines, yet when I considered what and for whom I should 
speak, I recollected myself and went immediately unto ye Kings 
prinoipall Ministers ve Chancel ' Mons. le Guardes Seaux, and 
Presiaent Jannin, wnere after I had protested yt what I had 
to say was only in ye name of the Falsgraues H. without yt 
I had any such command from ye King my Mastre, I repeated 
his H. Tre in substance, as 1 related yt now.

Kingdome hereditarie to ye House en Austria That besides 
be was nener lawfully elected. In conclusion after a long 
debate, Z broaght them to this, yt they promised to aduise w'tn 
ye King my Wt before they resolaed on anything in ye buisi- 
nes, which was all I could expect to haue obteynixk by ye Con- 
ference : In ye mean while 1 tliink nothing can dispose them 
so much ye Pal : H : as ye newes they haue lately receyued 
(though publeished to very few) yt some letters of Ferdinand 
were mtercepted, wherein he treats w'th the D. of Lorraine for 
marrying his daughter to their bowse: which as yt would 
much encrease their greatnes, especially in ye i-elac'on }-t hath 
to this place, so will yt gine ye f rench more occasion to feare, 
then so remote a warre as yt of Bohemia and so little con- 
cerning them : bowsocucr at worst I hope his Ma'tie will find

In my Inst vo*r Honor may be pleased to remember, how ye 
Fala^^aes Highnes required me to preuent ye euill offices yt 
might be done him by ye Elector of Triers at his comein^ to 
thys Court : now by a latter aduise fro' ye same place I under- 
stand yt ye Comte de Farstenberg cornea hither for yt pun>oae, 
and therefore am a second time summoned to doe his H. yt 
seruice, but I can doe nothing for want of Instructions, and there- 
fore must deure yo'r Honor to procure them. No other cod- 
nderation can stay mee, hauing a nart as much affected to ye ad- 
vancement of his Highnes cause as any whosoever : let mee then 
beseech yo'r Honor to obteine his Ma'ties pleasure herein, w'th 
ye first conuenience. That I mar accordingly foueme myself^ 
nauine no other ambition but to oring all naith and obemence 
to his Ma'ties commandem't. I will not fail to let ye Prince of 
Cond^ and ye M. Tresnel know his Ma'ties good affection 
towards them, as also to doe what I can to finde out Hugons 
comers. 

Concerning ye Bohemian buisines, I heare yt confirmed on all 
sides yt this State reguardera le jeu : but this Ambassage will 
gine mee further means to disceme them. I will thei-efore 
attend yt. There vs no other newes of consequence since my 
last but ye Assemblie of those of ye Religion is not yet diasolued : 
That matters are so caryed between this King and them, yt 
eyther p'rtie is much unsatisffied : yt there want not those yt 
exasp'rate either side, what ye succease wilbe is yet very doubt- 
full.

ElOHT HON'bLB 

The Gomte of Furstenbnrg is beer and negotiates forye State 
of Austria, his entertainment hitherto hath byn so meane and 
his answers so doubtfull, yt he hath broke forth into ye passion 
of saying bis affaires in thys place wera desperate, yet there 
Trants not a par^ for him, as all ye Bigots and Jesnited nobility. 
These I satisfie all I can, and produce ye copie of his Hiehnes 
Tre from Ambei^ ye M- of Octob: wherein he promiseth this 
King, yt ye Boman CatboUques in Bohemia shall suffer no con- 
straint, w th which and ye arguments I use I doubt not but to 
forme a great p'rtye on our side, prouided ye King and state yt 
self remayne indifferant; and I Snde ye labour so much ye 
mora eaaie, yt ye nobili^, being of ytself apt to stirring and 
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action I haue nothing to doe but to encline them on o'r side. But 
1 heare some Statesmen speaking of accommodating ye buisines, . 
and that rather then bring in ye Turk, it were better to suffer 
ye Kingdome of Bohemia to o r Elector, And (si magnig com- 
ponere parua liceret) Fasqoin sayea so too, who hath drawne the 
£agle w'th his wings cnt off, and addes he may yet liue. But 
ye Spaniard will ne}'ther yt nor ye arbitrement w'ch this King 
offers, and only demands assistance : But of tills pc'chance ye 
King my M'r shall have some propositions sent him. Howsoever 
I hope npon ye Spaniards refusing to submit thcmsclues to ye 
arbitrement of this State, that they lieer will take as an occasion 
to refuse tbem succoare ; and this I verily belieue wilbe ye 
resultance of this Ambassage. Though I know they talk of 
raysing an Army to suppresse ye party they shall fiude most 
obstinate, but of this, when they haue money: in ye mean while 
all things are in debate ; whereof I shall shortly giue a better 

accompt then yet I can. I will come to uie buisines of 

Ilugon, concerning w'ch I receiued yo'r Honors lettres on Satur- 
day last, and no sooner. Mons. des Marat:; denyes ye hauingof 
any Turks, as by this enclosed to mee yo'r Hon'r may p'ceme. 
Also Mons. de Blsseaux denyed at first, but upon conference 
Vth his wife confesses them, and heerw'tliyo'r Hon' shall 
receyue ye Inuentary. Paris ye Marq's de Tresnel's Steward 
is gone to his M'r to aduise w'tli hym what he is to doe, and 
liichard wee haue not yet found out: The Pr. of Condu thanks 
his Ma'tie w'th all due and thrice linmble respects for his mes- 
sage, and desires his Ma'tie yt in this affaire of Bohemia will 
so temper all, yt may concenie Ue]igion,yt ye interest of yt may 
be diuided from yt of state, since otherwise yt wilbe hard for 
this Contry to refuse succours to ye aduerae partie. He told 
mce yt they haue complaints of all sides, yt those of the Cath : 
Beli^on are worse used then euer. That ye Electors of Colo;;ne 
Mayence and Tresues haue sent complaintos hereof in ye Pala- 
tinat; and yt in England ytself they understand 4 Priests are 
imprisoned they know not why. But I bane the Copie of ye 
Palatines I're to answer these obiections, and slinuld be glad his 
Ma'tie would be pleased to aduise o'r King of Bohemia to hold a 
veiy moderate hand ouer yt party, since they haue notliing else 
to alleadge why this Coutrey should help them. 

The Qu: Mo: hath bougnt annes for 1500 men very lately, 
it is to fortifie the townes of Angiers, Chinon, &c., but thereof 
wee haue as yet no certainty. The King is newly come to 
Paris. I am promised that shortly after Christmas, which is 
honoured w'th ye solemnity of many new Knights of ye Ordre 
da St. Esprit, ye King will renew ye oath of Alliance between

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ye two Cronnes. Those of ye Religion liaae giaen some new 
cause of discontent to tliis State, hauine mode an Arrest amon}; 
tliemselues to chase the Jesuits out of their townes of suretie.

Eight Hon'ble 

This King hath at last appointed ye f g of January, for the 
solemnity of the Othe of Alliance, betwixt the 2 Crounes, before 
wh' tyme, I shall attend all particular directions from y'r Hon'r 
that I may accordingly goueme my selfe. As for Fnrstenberg 
hee hath hetherto receiued poore wellcome for an Amb'r extra- 
ordinary, being mett by none of quality, visited by fewe since 
his coming, and from the State it selfe obtayned nothing but 
nncertain^e; yet the Jesuites, Pope's Nuntio, and Spanish 
faction labour mightily for him ; but the Clergy is well answered 
by this s^te, that they euer counseile warre, but nener goe 
themselues in person : In conclusion, it wilbee hard to diaine 
how this state will declare it selfe ; and I thinke they knowe not 
yet themselues : It is trewe they speake of sending 8000 foote, 
and 2000 horse, and that the Ecclesiastiques shall pay the mony 
(themselnes hauing taken up ? of a y^ars rent before hand, and 
being without means extraorunary, to ndse any great somme). 
Since which tj'me, they haae thought of sending a formall Am- 
bassage to Germany aa the best way to giue themselves Tjrme to 
resolue, but the busines sufiriug no accommodation, they know 
not whereon to ground it ; yet uiis is their present counsailes, to 
which end they tell mee, their Count de Tillieres hath made in- 
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stances to our Kin^, and finds his Ma'tie (they sny] inclined to 
it; But, for caliinf; our Electour Kinc of Bohemia, they say 
they cannot, till the King my Master allowe it first ; This form- 
ality, I heare, will Iteepe the Princes of the Union, from sending 
hether : But I doe all I can (without any way ingaging the 
King my master) to supply that defect; hauing been both 
studious to Icame all arguments that might aduancc our cause, 
and used them as well, where I thought most iiecdfull; As for 
the visitts that first Mons. de Puysieulx, and after Klons. cle 
Liiines rendred to Furstenberg, I heare t)iey were only, to pro- 
pose accomodation, which Furstenberg will by no moans accept, 
so tliat it is thought, they will use this, as an occasion and excuse 
to deny them succours, yet as the Spanish and bigot party pro- 
poses the matter, I durst scarce be confident of the neutrality 
of this state : did I not first know their want of mony, and then 
their feare of an universall warre, which consequently might 
renew their old quarrel) with the English ; which, though I 
speake not directly, I vet often conuay and insinuate into their 
eares, by these propositions, tliat la raison de la guerre, s'est end 
hien Loing, et qu' on peut faire beaueoup, par vne raisonable- 
■prevtytjanee, in saying of which, it is certiune I baue rendred 
good offices : The Deputyes of those of the Helligion are newly 
returned, hauing contracted all their Cahiers into three, which 
they require may be accorded, during the assembly, but the 
King requires that first to bee dissolued, this is their present 
difficulty ; The Amb'r of the Low Countrys tells me, tne con- 
tinuance of their fraie with the Siianyard is much pressed by 
this State, but that I hope the King my master will goucrne. 
It is sayd Ferdinand hath offred nis soniie the Prince of 
Caiinthia, to Madame Henrictte, ye King's sister, and hiinsclfc 
to the Qiieene Mother, and I have advice from Sauoy, liee hnth 
done the like, to their Infanta Maria, for his sonne and himself 
to the Duchesse of Mantona. If I find lice proceeds here, 1 
shall (w'th y'r Honors leave) make vse of my Intelligence in 
Sauoy to preuent him: But I haue told your Hon'r where I 
desire to place Madame Henriette, and i hear for certaine, 
that Mons. de Luines told lier (joueniaiite, that bee would 
make hir passe the sea : I will come to the busines of 
Hupon, concerning which the Marquis Trenel sayetli that his 
taking an Inuentary of the things, in Hugons coffrcs, before a 
publtque notary, hath put the matter out of his hands, and 
desires to bee excused for doing any more therein, and for 
Richard, hee hath both coffer and keyes, and shewed some 
clothes, of Hugona only, to my Secretary who carried the letter 
to him, I haue little els of importance, to tell yo'r Hon'r ; when

Haning in my last i^uen an accompt of all yo'r Honors par- 
tical're commandes I shall in this relate ye occarrents of ye 
^me ; w'ch seemeth in a short time to haue yeelded great 
varietifl. The most remarqnable is betwixt Mons. le Prince and 
ye Comte de Soissons, who is Grand M're to the King cominge 
after supper (as ye custome is) to present a r.leane napkin to his 
Ma'tie tell'c him yt in his presence all inferior autnoritie did 
sease, and thereupon demands ye napkin, Vch ye C : de Soissons 
refusing, ye Prince would haue come to violence had not ye 
King with mucii discretion both sent Monsieur his brother to 
take ye napkin from them both, as also after supper for preuen- 
tion of suche mischiefe made them frends in ye chamber of 
Moni. de Luynes : yet it is thought there remaines a secret hart 
burning betwixt them being boui ye next Princes of ye blood : 
and though ye kings diligence in accommodating this dispute 
was as timely, as he could take notice of yt, yet ye Orandes who 
were present offered their seruice on either side Mons. de Gnlse 
b^g ye cheif on ye Princes ude and Mons. de Mayenne on yt 
of the O : de Soissons : The King seemed a little p rtiall on ye 
part of Mons. le Prince in so muui yt he told ye C: de Soissons, 
that he was encouraged by some of his fTrends to stand upon 
these termes w'th Mons. le Prince, ye Comt« excused himself^ 
and said it was not possible for any of his ffrends to imagine yt 
such an accident should happen. 

The ceremonieof re Kni^its likewise hath not passed w'thout 
much discontent : Mons. de JLongauille bauing refused ye order 
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because he conld not obteine precedence oner M. cle Guise and 
Mons. de Nemours hauine challenged him because Madame de 
Guise toke it of his Lady. This hath made Kemours coii- 
ceflle himselfe, yt he might be free to fight : but Mons. de 
Guise sayes if Nemours sends to him againe he will bent ve 
messenger because Nemours must needes know there is a watclio 
upon him. 

All these troubles are little yet in recard of those w'ch they 
of the Religion are likely to bring in, hauing taken a solcrane 
oathe not to separate themselues from tlieir Assembly which 
they now hold at Londuii till ye King hath giuen tliem satis- 
fac'on in their demands to which I feijro all tliuir Grandes have 
subscribed, I send yo'r Hon'r a Copie of yt, it is in my conceipt 
very considerable. This make ye State think of raising forces 
though 1 feare eucn ye Fope intercedes for them to ye end lie 
may ye better dispose this statetoyefFauourinf;of yeCatliolique 
cause in Bohemia. They doe already speak of sending ye 
Goucmours home to their Prouinces and of confiscating their 
goodes who shalbe obstinate. This is all ve newes worthy of 
yo'r Uon'n knowledge. For the adair of Furstenberg I hane 
reserued yt to a I're by itselfe, concerning w'ch I expected to 
hane had p'rticular instructions. 

The Oath of Alliance is to be solemnized ye 20th of this 
monthe st'o no'o tlor w'ch dny unlesse yo'r Honor allowe mee 
ye title of an Extraord'rie Ambassad'r tney will diminishe ye 
outward ceremonie and respect they gane in their last. 1 haue 
therefore by yt Extraord're Commission I had for yt purpose, 
sufTred them tor yt only day to receuive mee in ye qualite of an 
Extraord're Ambassad'r and in truthe haue already put my selfe 
into an Equipage altogether Extraordin're. I send your Honors 
ye Oath if yo'r Honor dislike anything I beseecbe yo'r Hon'r 
to aduertise mee. I will hope to prolong ye solemnitie to 3 or 
4 dayes farther, w'ch wilbe a sufficient time, if yo'r Honor 

S lease to send mee worde, w'ch I beseech yo'r Honor not to faile 
'or I am unwilling to proceed in anjrthing, for the w'ch I haue 
not good warrant : But I think there wilbe no diflicultie to suffer 
them to giue mee ye respect of an Extraord'rie Amb'r for one 
day. If I heare not from yo'r Honor in a reasonable time, I 
will proceede, for now they call on mee. So hoping yo'r Hon'r 
will not omitte to let mee heare from yo'r Hon'r in this busines 
with all possible speede, I rest for euer

Mr HOOT Gbatiol's Souerajone, 

Haning the honor to seme yo'r S. M. in this place it shalbe 
my part with all Bnbmissive duty to represent unto yo'r S. M.'s 
most indicioase consideration what in all probability may be ye 
rcsnltance and conclusipn of ye many consultacons tliis State 
hath had bow to declare yt self in this great and important affaire 
of Bohemia ; wherein that I mav not mispend yo'r S. M. better 
employed hours I shall with yt breuitie ye penning of ye cause 
will pmit, set downe yt opinion and sentence, unto w'ch after 
long disputes ye most interested in ye goucrment of this king- 
dome haue come, who I finde to haue controverted ye question 
' ti point of State, in point of Right, and in point of ICeligion for 



all w'ch p'rticul'rs I shall w'th yo'r S. M. gratiouse leaue relate 
what I naue opposed by way of answer to their obieccons, 
wherein though I confesse to haue had hither unto no Instruc- 



tions on yo'r b. M. part, yet since my speeches heer haue byn 
occasioned by their owne discourse, and p'tly warranted by ye 
Palatines Highnes, assureing mee yt yo'r b. M. would accept 
well of any good office I should doe his Highnes in this kinde, 
I baoe taken ye boldnes to doe bis H: this seruice, w'thout any 
engageing yo r S. M. w'ch therefor in ye diuerse conferences I 
haue passed w'th ye chief Ministr's of this State I euer solemly 
protested. 

And to begin w'th point of State I doe not finde yt any of 
this nation takes offence to see ye House of Austria a little 
diminished to w'ch purpose ye Kmgs speech unto ye Queen is 
much noted, who finding her weepmg on yt occasion s'd unto 
her ContciUci- vuu» Goitre Itoijnc ae France: All ye difficulty 
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t)icrefore is whetlier ye Crowne of Bohemia be fitly invested in 
ye person of ye Palatines Higli's, to whicli I answered yt besides 
yt none else was so fitte to protect yt nation, wee all might be 
glad, yt togetlier w'th ye H. of Austria. Christcndome hatli 
now those of ye Helijrion a second rampart against yc Turk our 
common enemie. 

But say they wee must see what right ye Pal: Ilir^h's liath to 
yt kiiigdome. I told them yt tlioufflt his High's did not look 
into wliat riglit Uiey had tu liold their Prouinces, yet yt 1 know 
yt liis Htghnes could very well answer that he holds yt by right 
of ye Bohumen's election ; wliich freedome of their State apjiear- 
in^; by diuerse Bullus Gaisaris Fredcrici an. 1212, 121(j, 1221, 
wliicli yet doe not moke but declare them elcctiuc, cannot by 
any late and priuate contract be frustrated- Tliat tltcrufore ye 
question of right is not properly proposed to his Higlines but 
to tiie Bohemians, who can best iustifie their proceedings, which 
in tlie meanwhile they ore bo resolued to mainteine that rather 
then rctnrne under ye yoake of ye House of Austria, tliey will 
put thcmsehies into ye hands of Bethleen Gabor, or any else 
worse then he yt can and will protect them. But (say they) 
admitting ye Boliemians haue right to elect, what reason haue 
they to depose Fenhnand t I answered they must look into ye 
manifest of ye Bohemians, where they will find the examj^le to 
be no new tiling in the persons of Wenceslaus the sonne of their 
King Georgius and in ye request tliat their Charles 7 of France 
made for one of his oonnes to be chosen by prejudice of ye 
daughter of Lfldislaus. Since therefore it is ye compretcnce of 
all Electiue states yt when their kings shall break their funde- 
mental lawes, it may be lawful! to choose anv other that will 
mainteine them it cannot seem strange if ye Bohemians reiect 
Ferdinand, who besides yt he was (as they say) never lawfully 
chosen did not only to ye subuersion of their State treate 
priaatcly w'th ye King of Spauie to make ye Crowne heredi- 
tarie, but by a pubhque title challenged yt hauing changed 
ye stile of Ferdinand, Maximilian, and Rodolphus, wno alwayes 
writte Nostra regna et proitintie hareditarUe into ncmtrn hseredi- 
iaria regna et Proninfa, which transposition might assure them 
by whet title he claymed that Crowne: since therefore yt is ye 
same right of Elective states should be kept in ye liberty of 
tlieir Election as well as hereditaiy kingdomes in ye succession 
of their trew and lawful heires, ye Bohemians might lastly hope 
\-t ye very common interest and law of nations would oblige this 
kingdome to fauour their proceedings. But yet say tney he 
sliould not haue taken yt kmedome until this right were deter- 
mined. I answered yt thougli it might be as well determined 
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being in je possession of His Highnes as of Ferdinand yet yt 
was easie to iudge yt tlieere nee<kd no other determination to 
satisfEe ye world, but ye publiiiue actions of Fenlinand notori- 
ously oaertlirowing ye ancient tenor and liberty of yt state, as 
in their manifest more pliiinly appcareth: howsoeuer yt hi) 
Highnes bad all reason to accept ye offer of this Crowne his 
Contrie of ye Haiilt Palatinat being so near, yt when Bohemia 
had b}^! giuen to any else hin Highnes must haue stood upon 
his perpetiiiiU guanle and for resisting one perchance liauc lost 
both contriea, w'ch was ye reason certainly why ye Princes of 
ye Vnion prevailed so soon w'tli ye Pal; Hichnes to accept yt. 

But there ys danger say they least yc Empire at any time 
should be deuolaed to some one of tlieKeligion, and yt therefore 
rather then hazard }'t, it were better not to suffer his Highnes to 
be king of Bohemia ; I told thein it was more then I knew if 
hiJi Higlines pretended to ye Empire ; but yt if he should do so, 
ye Dutce of Hnxe his late exposition of himself might reinoue yt 
scruple since whensoeuer he wynes w'th ye Ecclesiastig's there 
wilbe more voices against ye King of Bohemia then with him, 
so yt for ve g'rall point of Religion they bad no occasion to 
feare and for any particular danger yc Catholique cause might 
suffer in ye prermcts of Boh'a besides yt thev had i.o reason to 
su3i>ect yt, ye Catholiques together with ye Protestants bauing 
chosen aim w'th one common voice his Highnes I're from Am- 
berg of ye 20th of Nouember might assure tliem ye contrar)-, yt 
beinc farre either from liis religion or practise those barbarous 
cruelties against ye EuamjeUaves, both lining and dead. How- 
tiocver yt I hoped they would neuer giue Ferdinand suciours 
upon ye point of Religion, since Uiey could not but foresee, vt it 
was a reason yt must necessarily diuide Christendome, and /rom 
a priuate and particular, make this a publiqne and an universall 
warre, w'ch how unsafe yt was for them I doubt not their 
wisdomes did disceme. Jn conclusion after these and many 
other reasons w'cth for breuity I omitte, and which if not satisffioa 
did at least silence them from further dispute. I euer found 
them all agree in this sentence, That if his Highnes did Iny no 
claym6 to ye Empire, and yt ye Catholiquea in Bohemia might 
enioye their consciences, yt this kingdome would be a spectator; 
And these are ye condicons in w'ch if this state can ret^eyne 
satisffaction, yt will certainly remayne indifferent, arid ncutrall, 
though I nothing doubt not but many particular persons will 
goo on eitlier side. I will come from their will to tneire powre 
from w'ch I shall drawe more forcible arguments to satistie his 
Highnes of their unopiies at this time to giue any assistance 
to either partic, their Treasure d'Espargne being quite exhausted, 
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their routs to quarters of a veare anticipated and themselves 
witlioat any extraord're means, miles the casualties of ye veniil 
offices doe furnish them to raysc any great sunune, and for tlicir 
soldiourse without money tliere wilbe no use. Besides ye late 
diuisions of their Princes and the disconten't of those of )'6 
Helicion (w'ch is irrowiie to tliat extremitie, yt tiiia state doth 
speak of raysin^r forces to suppresse them) are reasons of great 
moment to withdraw tlieir sight to ye inward of their owne am- 
stitution : From which whensoever they shall turn their eyes, I 
hoiie it slialbe to see ye prosperity of our cause. 

When Furstenberg ye £m])erors Ambassad' Extraord're ya 
gone I shalbe able to write w'tli more certainty. It is thought 
ye noyse they make of inysing an armye against those of ye 
Eeligion in France is nothing but a colour to deny ye £mperour 
the truth of w'ch will appear shortly, in re meanwhile I shall 
not fiule to make as timely discoueries as may be into tliese 
things.

Bretagne to know how his 
Ma'ty would declare himself in this busines of Bohemia, but

Yo'r Honors of ye 17 Dec : came to my hands this 7 of Jan. 
cod: st'o in which I find nothing yt my former bane not 
answered, so yt 1 hoj>e before this yo'r Honors hath receyned 
satisfaction in all those particulars. This is therefore to con- 
firme my ibrmer dispatches being still advertised on all sides 
That Firstonbcrg linft got gixnl words and lesse he could not 
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expect, but for promises of Buccnur implyed in such condiconii, 
yt many of the wisest t)iink there will nothing follow : Howso- 
ever it is of great consequence if he obtaine yt this State dcclaru 
yt self for Ferdinand, w'ch I certainly beliene onles as in my 
relation to hia Ma'ty I said, they heer can be satisfTied that there 
is no pretence to ye Empire nor ajvainst ye Romisli Cnthol: 
Relicion in Boh'a. It restes yt his Ma'ty in his wisdome resolue, 
whether or no those objections shglbe cleared and for man to 
obey. One thinf; I beseech yo'r Honor tu beliene and afisure 
his Ma'ty yt upon my life, I haue no way enga^d his Ma'lies

If ye ailuiso I giue from hence had no better foundac'on then 
from ye prd'iti piisAiim>s of words and protcstacons even of the 
preatest 1 could send yii'r Honor various and oftentimes contra- 
dictorie relations. I am therefore yc lease curious to examine 
them beiiifT contented in this sETaireof Boh'a to hane confronted

and notorious : But obscruing now orders to be giuen for hauing 
their Cauallerie in readinesse I thought good to examine the 
causes w'ch I find may be three. First, to awe those of the 
Religion whose Deputies are newly returned, resolued not to 
depart their Assemblie, till they haue satisfFaction in th^r 
demands, for ye obstruction of ye late King's edict. Spcondly 
to take in ye town of Metz, w'ch Espemon seems to hold against 
vc King, and to expell from Gouerment as hauing lenyed ye 
Kmgs rents in those parts to pay his own semants, whom ye 
calles ye Kings good subiects.

yt fallen on ye Church St. Peter, and Maria ma^giorc in Rome 
(as it is reported constantly heer) is not and which Liinevfcn he 
now to write, might well insert among their mnst prodigiouse 
omens : but I leave ye truth of tliis to yo'r Honor's more certiiine 
relations, though yt bo heer g'rally bclecucd, and by a late 
letter from G^noua confirmed. J feare also yc Pope is cold in 
this busines, as knowing yt if yt growc a warre of Bcligion he 
endangers himself more, then if yt be only a warre of Germany.

My last did aduertise yo'r Hon'r of ye CauaJleric yt by his 
Ma'tics command was to be in rcadines. They have now added 
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the Infaoterie, and Cbalona in Cbampsgne is ye rendezvous. 
The King hath withoU giaen order to reenforce ye Companies. 
So yt they make accompt there will be 15,000 or 16,000 foot, and 
2000 horse. The day holds yet ye 15. of this next monthe. Only 
it is not knowne who shall command them in cbeif and in dera 
it will not be easy for them to resolue on a Generall able and 
tmstie for so great a charge : besides there wants money to pay 
them : so yt tney labour under many difficulties : And for this 
last I see no remedie in a Contrey so oppressed w'tli taxes, unles 
they withdraw their pensions, and then all ye Princes and Nobles 



will mutinie : yet I feare ye selling of ye places of ye Pro- 
curewes will lor ye present furnish them w'th a competent 
summe : but such an army will quickly consume yt ancl then 



there wilbe no means to furnish a supplie. Howsoeuer ye Qu, 
Mo. hath taken such an Alarme at these proceedings yt she sent 
to knowe whether these preparations concerned her or M. 
d'Espemon : but I cannot leame what answer they hane giuea 
her : It lit certaine Espemon fears they are directed against him : 
and ye rather yt Chaloos is in the way from hence to his good 
towne of Mentz. 

Bat those of the religion haue as much reason to apfnnhend 
that these forces are raised to sappresse them being greatly in 
ye disfavour of ye State at this present, and yet resolute not to 
depart their assembly at Loudun till ye King haue really 
accorded their requests : yet ye King hath not againe com- 
manded them to separate : But they continew obstinate w'th their

propositions. In conclusion 1 hope though Firstenberg caryed 
away good words (and lesse conld not carry away hence) yet 
that wee need not fear tlieir malice in this cause prouided they 
can be satisfied in those two often by mee repeated obiections. 
Howsoeuer let yo'r Honor be assured I will haue an especiall 
watche upon their motions, and it is time now they put on an 
army on foot.

could to make myselfe capable of them, I shall therefore w'th 
your Honors leaue pretend to this Quality for the Day of the 
Ceremony, and noe longer untill his Ma'tie declare to ye con- 
trary.

adnertise me. Howsoever oniye I had opposed H in his

Paring over the cipher letter one eveniDg my attention was 
attracted to the figures 7 : 11 : 8=16 : 19 : 11, which occur in line 8, 
p. 74. Reading the sentence on line 7, commencing with " It will 
take", etc., it appeared to me that the word represented by the 
figures 7 :11 :8 = 16:19: 11, must mean "before"; the second aud 
lost figure were the same, 11 ; the second and last Utter are the 
same, '* e". I then wrote out the whole of the figures as used in the 
cipher, and inserted above each figure of the 7:11 :6 = 16: 19:11 
word, wherever it occurred, the letter which I assumed it repre- 
sented. This threw further light on the meaning of other combi- 
nations, and ultimately I evolved from this aaalysis the following, 
as representing in letters each of the figures used in the cipher.
